ONDON, Oct. 11.—Nat- 
urally enough the 
great uproar over the 
new tariff comes from 
the big manufaciur- 
ing towns in the mid- 
lands. The employ- 
ers are already dis- 
charging workmen 
and closing their 
mille. The loeal gov- 
ernments are discussing the results with a 
view to urging Parliament forward with 
retaliatory measures. Gladstone has already 
yielded to the pubile presure and will give the 
new tariff precedence over Irish 
affairs in a speech to his @onstituents at Mid- 
lothian next week. The grand old man’s 
friendly feeling to the United States stops 
short at the new tariff bill, He calls it a de- 
‘plorable blunder, which must be attended 
with severe and cruei consequences to inno- 
dent persons. 
BLIGHTING EFFECT AT BIRMINGHAM. 

The loudest complaint, so far, as to the im- 
mediate result of the new duties, comes from 
Birmingham, where 500 mechanics who 

used to make guns tosend to America have 
been discharged, and 2,000 more expect to 
lose their situations this month. For years 
Birmingham has been shipping $10,000 worth 
of guns every week. The new law shuts this 
trade off entirely, involving a lasse of $800,000 
' yearly to the Birmingham gua industry alone. 
The American trade is chiefly in guns valued 
at more than $6, but not exceeding 512. On 
One thing 
considered favorable to British trade is that 
the Americans cannot make guns under $20 or 
$25, so that the guns now in stock can 
‘still be sold at a price below 
which they can be made in the States. 
Another trade with America which has within 
six years sprung up with great rapidity in 
7 spite of the duty of 35 per cent, is the manu- 
facture of metallic bedsteads. Five Birming- 
ham firms have been sending between them 
some $200,000 worth of iron and brass bed- 
steads to New Tork every year. The greater 
part of this trade will now be at an end. 

IN OTHER ENGLISH INDUSTRIES. 

In Manchester no large number of workmen 
have been discharged so far because the Eu- 
_ fopen demand for woolens end textile fabrics 
is still brisk; but many factories sre running 
shorter hours. A genera} reduction of wages 
is imiminent. 

In Liverpool the slackness of trade owing to 
the new tariff isnot sufficiently severe to 
attract attention. 

Next to Birmingham, Sheffield complains 
most. The Trades Council has been appealed 
te to suggest measures of retaliation or relief 
fer the cutiers who find their occupation gone. 

In Stafford the potteries are already re- 
ducing their force of employes to the 
minimum. 

COMING TO AMERICA. 

Butthissudden stoppage of trade has an- 
Other aspect. Skilled British workmen are 
mot sitting down to wait for retaliation or any 
concerted form of revenge acainst America. 
They aresimply packing up their tools and 
going where they can earn the highest wages. 
By inquiry among the agents of the Atlantic 
lines, the correspondent of the SUNDAY Post- 
DIAPATCH finds that the bookings of 
second-class passages for New York or 
low-rate tirat-cabin passages have not been 
so heavy for years as they are this month. 
Emigration agents are swamped with letters 
from workmen in the Midlands asking for 
terms to America and the prospects of get- 
ting employment after their arrival. Steam- 
ship lines are taking extra precautions to 
discover whether the workmen are going out 
under contractsor not, because if they go 
thus and get caught they are sent back at the 
steamship company’s expense. 


HOW IT 18 FELT IN AUSTRIA. 

John M. Frances, whe has been our Minister 
and Consul General to Portugal, Greece and 
Austria, returned this week from a visit to 
Vienna, where he has been paying particular 
attention to the effects of the now tariff and 
opinions of Statesmen regarding it.

SCHEMES WHICH WON'T FLOAT. 

The anger against America for the new 
tariff is shown in some degree by the cold 
shoulder given American industrial enter- 
prises seeking British capital in London. The 
promoters are trying to unload their Amert- 
cag properties at any pries. Of three big 
schemes brought out this week, two were 
almost total failures. The American Stone & 
Furnace’ Co. asked for $1,000,000 of 
British capital to purchase and ex- 
tend the works of the Nagle Furnace 
Co. and the Antony Stove Co. of Boston, but 
they got less than $50,000 from the British 
public,and the amount of shares underwritten 
will pot be aufflelent to float the company. 
Jonn Roach’s ship yards were a total failure. 
The prometors asked from British investors 
$3.000,000, as well ag an additional halt 
million tor a working capital. Although 
this enterprise: was weil advertised in 
advance it met with great hostility from the 
Ansnolal press. The eompany applied for a 
mere bazatelle of the capital required and yet 
the underwriters are badly saddled with un- 
salable shares, The directors will not deem 
it advisable to goto allotment. The London 
& Ohicage Stock Co. met with semewnhat 
better success, Nearly five million dollars 
was asked, half of which has been 
subscribed in Chicago. The O’Hagans took 
hold of the London half and succeeded in 
floating it successfully among their particular 
friends. Only 65 per cent of the applicants re- 
ceived shares when the company went to allot- 
ment yesterday. No money isto be paid for the 
promotion of this company, so that the entire 
capital must be invested in Amer!- 
can industrial enterprises. On 
the option board the directors 
and several brokers were hammered as de- 
fauiters on the Stock Exchance. Most of 
them are large dealersin Argentine secur ities. 
Other failures of greater magnitude are ex- 
pected, money being dear. Business is dull 
and the general outlook ig anything but en- 


couraging. 
WHAT CHAMBERLAIN SAYS. 


Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, who by inclina- 
tion, confirmed by matrimonial connections, 
may be supposed to be a good friend of the 
United States, comes out in strong condemna- 
tion ofthe new tariff law. He says: It is 
made in the interest of the wealthy. It may 
be injurious to England forawhile, but in the 
long run that effect will disappear. It is in 
America that the disadvantages will be reai- 
iged. The workmen there paying inflated 
prices will insist upon being paid 
inflated wages. To manufacturers and 
merchants this will be a severe 
obstacle when they try to sell their proaucts 
in a foreign market. England will catch the 
foreign trade they lose and thus be repaid for 
the losses inflicted by the new legislation, 
The tariff law has one redeeming feature, it 
may lead to commercial treaties. It ig a 
grotesque piece of dusiness and may react in 
favor of free trade, aefeating its own end.’’ 
Dom Pedro, a friendof the United States, 
says the new tariffis turning public opinion 


against them. 
THE FEELING IN FRANCE. 


The French Government ig decidedly bent 
upon the policy of retaliation towards the.) 
United States. In the Cabinet meeting Tues- 
day Jules Koche proposed Ao törmulate a bill 
on one of two systems. --First, having fora 
basis the minlixum tariff, which could be 
raised aceording to circumstances; second, a 
maximum tariff, which could be lowered 
if desired. The Ministers decided upon 
the latter scheme and Roche therefore 
formulated it with the assistance of the 
chiefs of the customs tariff. The bill read 
before the Cabinet yesterday, however, con- 
taing certain reciprocity clauses relative to 
friendly nations. This bill will be introduced 
by the Government as soon as possible at the 
approaching session of the Chambers, and is 
sure to pass, as the feeling is very strong. 


Wall Exclude American Beef.

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AFFAIRS IN ENGLAND, 


Parliamentary Measures—Morley’s Course— 
At the Foreign Office—London Topics, 
Special Cabiegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lox Dbox, Oct. II.—The Tories are looking 
forward with clouded faces to the reopening 
of Parliament next month. Mr. John Morley, 
whose veracity even the Tory newspapers do 
not care to challenge, is preparing for 
a determined attack upon the Govern- 
ment in relation to the Tipperary 
outrages. The Tories have vainly endeavored 
by every possible appeal to dissuade Morley 
from his purpose. They argue that he, as the 
probable choice of a Gladstonian Cabinet for 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, should ab- 
stain from . an active interference 
in Irish affairs that might sub- 
sequentiy embarrass him. To this the 
Liberals reply thaé, if Mr. Moriey is to become 
Chief Secretary, he is qualifying himself tor 
the office in the best manner possible by find- 
ing Out personally the real condition of the 
people he would be called upon to govern. 
In this respect he differs from Mr. Balfour, 
who appears to detest the idea of personal 
contact with the Irish, and who has never 
taken any trouble to see the affairs of his 
government for himself. His latest step, as 
stated in a recent dispatch, for the relief of 
distress in the agricultural regions of Ireland, 
has been to distribute government circulars in 
relation to the cultivation of the potato.

A 
combination has been formed for annexation 
to Australia and the French au- 
thoritics are deliberating whether to 
suppress the movement by force, or to be 
content with an appeal to Great Eritain. The 
Germans, English and French all appear to 
be equally responsible for the cruel kidnap- 
ing of the native people of these and other 
Polynesian Islands, which, although not 
stated at the time, was the real cause of the 
recent massacre of the crew of the Upola, a 
German labor or kiduaping vessel.

‘Denmark, The fact is that some time ago the 


Danish Government conceived the idea of ob- 
taining from Germany the cession of North 
Schieiswig, the inhabitants of which are Dan- 
ish in language, in feelings and in race, by a 
somewhat roundabout process. Denmark 
wasto cede the West Indian isiand of St. 
Thomas to England, receiving Heligoland in 
exchange, which was to be exchanged 
with Prussia for the northern 
part of Schleiswig. The English Govern- 
ment was not unwilling to entertain the idea, 
but Prince Bismarck would have nothing to 
do with it, for he was determined not to part 
with a single acre of the territory which he 
had been the means of gaining for Prussia, 
and so the scheme was dropped. 

BISMARCK’S DESIRE, 

Again the story is being revived that Prince 
Bismarck will visit England within the next 
few weeks. The story has this justification: 
The Prince is still keenly desirous of seeing 
the Scotch heather bloom, Lord Rose- 
berry is as anxious as ever to receive the 
distinguisned ex-Chaneellor, and His Lord- 
ship, while not entirely sanguine of the 
the arrival of the Prince, ig proceeding with 
his arrangements for his reception. Of 
course if the Prince does come Scotland 
will give him a right cordial welcome. 

WHERE THE OLD HORSES GO. 

Active steps are being taken to investigate 
in some way the evils of the system under 
which horses, generally old and worn out, 
areshipped from England to Holland and 
sold to borse-meat butchers. Liverpool isa 
great offender in this respect, The 
horses are purchased from nearly 
every agricultural district as well as from 
many large establishments in London and 
are shipped across to Holland in batches 
ranging from 50 to 100, The boats are run ex- 
clusively for this trade, and consequently 
some of the wretched animals are thrust into 
the pens in the most tIndiscriminate fashion. 
The authorities are trying to detect acts which 
may be punished under the anti-cruelty law.

A Teuching Incident at Mursberg— The New 
Peland, 


Special Cablegram to the Post- Dispateh. 
BERLIN, Oct. 11,—During the hunting this 
week in St. Irra, when the Austrian Emperor 
had for his guests Emperor William; the King 
of Saxony and Prince Leopold of 
Baveria, the Austrian monarch chose 
to occupy the two rooms in the 
shooting-pox at Murzveg which were 
formerly always lived in by Prince Rudolph. 
A touching scene is said to have occurred 
there. On Tuesday morning, before the 
Emperor started for Beriin he went hurriedly 
into the rooms of his imperial host and 
found him Aneeling and bathed in tears, 
for hie dead son.

ofthe Austrian sovereign. Francis Joseph 
keenly feels the loss of his son, 
and the pang does not seem to abate with 
time. His nature, however, is not embittered, 
but rather chastened and softened by the 
blow which deprived him of an heir, and he 
evinces a fatherly and humane interest in the 
welfare of hig subjects. Among his recert 
acts of charity was a personal donation of 500 
florins to a poor mother who had lost three 
children jn rapid succession from diphtheria. 
THE NEW POLAND. 

The movement to create a Polish kingdom, 
with the Emperor of Austria ag King, is again 
being agitated in Austrian Poland and se- 
riously considered at Vienna. In the event 
of a war with Russia such a conces- 
sion to the national pride and aspira- 
tions of the Poles would be of 
great assistance to tne Austrian cause 
in drawing Polish recruits and Polish sympa- 
thies to the Austrian armies. The subject is 
said to have been discussed between the two 
Emperors during the recent visit, and t 
is reported that Kaiser William was not. 
unfavorably impressed, although Prussia is | 
also one of the beneficiaries of Poland’s de- 
struction. Polish national sentiment bas 
been greatly stimulated by the re-interment 
in Cracow ef Mickiewitz, who yoiced the 
feelings of the Polish heart, and whose 
burial in his native land was attended 
by Poles from all parts of the 
world, including America, and was 
the only occasion within many years that Kus- | 
sia relaxed her iron rule and, by special order 
ofthe Czar, permitted the Poles to go and 
come at will across the frontier. The len- 
lency of Austria’s policy has made that Gov- 
ernment popular with the Poles and won the 
lSyalty which Kussian harshness had alien- 
ated.

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ITALY AND THE POPE, 


King Humbert and Sig. Crispi Denounced at 
Saragossa, 

Fpecial Cablegram to the Post niepateny 
w tr> OME, Oct. The 
Catholic Congress at 
Saragossa this week 
has created a feeling 
of decided irritation 
in Italy owing to the 
intensity with which 
the speakers have 
denounced the poli- 
ey of Italy toward 
the Pope, and have 
upheid the tem- 
poral power of the 
Pope as a funda- 
mveutal need of the 
church. One speaker 
wont so far as to de- 
nounce Klug Humbert and Sig. Orispi by 
name, and to make the painful allegation that 
King Humbert’s father, Victor Emanuel, 
was now in a place to which 
the revised Scriptures have given & 
new designation. Indeed, some of the more 
aggressive spirits talked as if anxious to un- 
dertake a crusade at once for the restoration 
of papal sovereignty over the ancient domin- 
ions ot the chu reh. All this is not palatable 
in Italy, where the unity of the kingdom isa 
national article of faith, and where any sug- 
gestion of papal restoration is regarded as 
treasonable. Of course the Government 
of Spain, which is in no position 
to seek a quarrel, is not responsibie 
for these utterances, and would have 
prevented them if it dared. But the strong 
Oathe tes,are as a rule, strong Monarchists,and 
Queen Christina has no desire to offend them. 
Italy’s protest, therefore, agatmst the whole- 
sale assault on the Italian monarehy has put 
the Spanish administration in a position of 
some embarrassment. It is worth nothing 
that the declarations of prominent Catholics 
assembled in Belgium, in favor of the papal 
temporal power, passed without any protest 

on the part of Italy. 
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A THRONE IN PERIL, 


The People of Portugal Anxious te Over- 
throw the Monarchy. 
Speema! Cablegram te the Post-Dispateh. 

MADRID, Oct. 11.—Adyices from Portugal 
are of the utmost gravity. A revolution that 
would overthrow the house of Braganza may 
break out at any moment, and the 
chances would dé very muen in 
favor of its success. The young 
King Carlos is im a predicament from 
which war with England might bea happy 
deliverance. The feeling inthe nation is al- 
most as intense against the reigning house as 
it jis against the English, andthe inyalid and 
inexperienced young monareh ig held up 
to obloguy as the facile tool of Lord 
Salisbury in robbing Portugal of her colonial 
possessions. To defy England on the one 
hand, means the logs of all that remains to 
Portugal and the complete humiliation of that 
country; to comply with England’s demands 
means the probable, if not certain overthrow 
of the monarchy. 

Later information shows that the recent 
disturbances in Lisbon were much more ser!i- 
ous than at the time reported, 
as to the extent of the demonstra- 
tions and the foree required to sup- 
press them; but those demonstrations 
also revealed the grave fact that neither the 
army nor the police can be relied upon in the 
event of an attempt to overthrow the Govern- 
ment. The Republican feeling in Portugal is 
very strong, especially since the revolution 
in Brazil, with which Portugal had 
always been intimately associated in senti- 
ment as in origin; and the present Govern- 
mentof France is decidedly hostile to King 
Carlos, because of the fact that his wite is 
a daughter of the Comte de Paris, 6 preten- 
der to the throne of France, and would not 
be at all averse to see ing the House of Orleans 
weakened by the expulsion of Queen Emilie 
and ber husband from their kingdom. In 
view of the Boulangist revelations concern- 
ing the plot against the republic the French 
Cabinet *‘eyidentiy considers any course 
justifiable that will tend to weaken their 
enemy. The basis of all the agitation, which 
gives these various forces their opportunity, 
is the wounded pride ofa nation which once 
held a colonial away not surpassed in the 
world, and igs now reduced to such 8 position 
as hardiy to be naticed bythe great powers 
dividing Africa between them.

A Grand Ratification Meeting. 


The Democratic City Central Committee has

Instructions te Voters. 


Recorder Williams is preparing his instrao- 
tions to the judges and #clerks who 
will serveon election day and will then ar- 
range a list for the information of voters. The 


instructions forthe latter will be printed on 
placards and posted conspicuously at all the 
voting booths. The instructions will guide 
the voters in voting for the candidates they 
want and scratching those they do not de- 
sire. 

The election under the new system will be 
much more expensive than the old method. 
Under the latter four judges and 
two clerks at the rate of $5 for 
the day were appointed foreach polling 
place, but under the new the Recorder will be 
called upon to appoint six judges and 
two clerks for each booth. There 
are 167 polling places, and at the rate of $40 
each the salary list will foot up $6,680. The 
city will have to pay $5 rental 
for each polling place, which 
makes $835. In addition to this 
twenty-eight revisers will sit twelve days at 
the rate of $ per day, which makes $1,008, 
The printing of the tickets and the cost of the 
paper, which is the nest bank linen, will 
greatly swell the expense. 


Recorder Williams on Nelson’s Neminatiens. 


Recorder of Voters Williams speaking 
of his refusal to piace Mr. N. 
0. Nelson’s name on the official 
ballot, until affidavits were presented 


with the necessary number of signa- 
tures, said yesterday afternoon: sey 
am doing nothing in the premises 
but what is required under the provisions 
of the new election law. I have given 
much attention to the law and 1 
can see no other course to pursue. 
These gentiemen who want Mr. Neison's 
name on the ticket sent in a long petition 
with thany names on it, but there was no 
proof with it as to the autbenticity 
of these signatures. That is necessary under 
the law. as 1 interpret its sections 
bearing on the selection of candidates. 
The conventions that make nominations send 
inthe notification, signed and sworn to by 
their presiding officers and secretaries. An af- 
fidavit accompanies each, duly acknowledged 
by a notary public. Now we must have some 
evidence to show that the signaturess on the 
petition are genuihe and until that 
is furnisbed, I cannot see how the nomination 
can be accepted. This is the first case of this 
kind that has came to me since the adoption 
of the new voting system,’’ . 

The section of the ballot reform law bearing 
on this subject reads as fol- 
lows: ‘*Any convention of dele- 
gates, or primary election as hereinafter 
defined, beld for the purpose of making 
nominations to public office, and also elect- 

the number hereinafter speci- 
nominate candidates for 
public offices to be filled by 
election within the State. Such nom- 
ination shall be made dy filing a 
certificate of nomination, executed 
with the formalities prescribed for 
the execution of an instrument affecting real 
estate. 

Under the ruling of Recorder Williams, the 
single tax and free trade advoeates in 
the Ninth District must present the 
necessary papers showing that the requisite 
number of signatures are genuine. 

President Hoffman of the Single Tax 
League was of the opinion last evening 
that notary publics would be engaged to com- 
ply with the ruling of the Recorder. Otbers 
were disposed to favor the idea of mandam- 
using Recorder Williams to thoroughly test 
the point made in his objection. 


Another Seetion of the Deal.

THE COTTON BELT TRAIN ROBBERS ON 
TRAIL IN TEXARKANA. 


Convictien a Certafuty—An Incredible Out- 
rage—Kilied fer a Bundle ef Clethes— 
John Kiernan Discharged—An Un- 
natural Husband and Father—A Battle 
With a Burgiar—Minor Criminal New. 


TEXARKANA, Tex., Oct. 11.—The most noted 
criminal case that has ever been upon the 
docket of Bowie County since the war was 
called for trial in the District Court Tuesday 
last. The defendants are John A. Wil- 
liams, Napoleon MoDaniele and John 
Brawley, charged with having wrecked and 
robbed the Cotton Belt passenger train ten 
miles south of here, June 9 last. When ar- 
raigned for trial the prisoners asked and were 
given a severance, and McDaniels was placed 
on trial. The testimony against him from 
the firet was strong, but after sev- 
eral witnesses had testified, John Brawley, 
a confederate, turned State’s evidence, and 
in his testimony made so clear a case as to 
convince all who were there to the trial that a 
conviction will certainly result? 

Two men were killed at the robbery, one 
passenger, and the other, James Ratcliffe, 
one of the robber gang, who 
was shot by mistake by his com- 
panions. Murder on two counts is 
charged against each defendant. Between 
six and seven hundred men were examined 
before securing a jury, and the court room 
since the beginning of the trial has been 
crowded almost to suffocation, so great is the 
interest manifested. 

Mrs. Rascliff, widow of the murdered rob- 
ber, was the principal witness to-day. She 
told a straightforward story, fully corrobor- 
ating Brawley’s testimony, as well as the 
strong circumstantial chain against the 
Prisoner previously developed. 


John Kiernan Discharged. 
ALBANY, N. T., Oct. 11.—Im the police court 
ut West Troy this morning John Kiernan, 
charged with the attempted wreck on 
the Central road at Karners during 


the recent strike, was present, as were 
counsel for the defendant and the Central 
road to listen to the decision of Judge Grogan 
in the now somewhat famous case. he 
Judge read the following opinion: 

The charge made against the defendant is 
a very serious one and if proven would en- 
title the detfendant to no mercy or 
sympathy from either the officers eof the 
law or law abiding citizens. But a man comes 
into a criminal court surrounded with the 
presumption of imnocence, and that pre- 
sumption can only be removed by legal evi- 
dence. sec. 208 of the Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure provides that if it appear upon an exam- 
ination thata crime has begn committed and 
there is sufficient cause to Belleve the defend- 
ant guilty thereof, it is the duty of the magis- 
trate to hold the defendant to answer the 
charge. , 

In this case neither of the requirements of 
the statute herve been given. here is no 
evidence before me that the crime alleged 
to have been committed was 
ever committed. Eves if the written 
confessions of Cain had been received in 
evidence it would not have been sufficient to 
hold Kiernan to await the action of the 
Grand-jury without additional proof 
that the crime charged had been 
committed. (Code of,Criminal Procedure, 
sec. 895). Under the circumstances my duty 
as marked out bythe statute is clear, and, 
— tte the direction as contained in sec. 
207 of the Criminal Procedure, I order the 
defendant discharged.’’ 

The prisoner was then discharged and left 
the court with his friends. Judge Grogan 
denied the application for a warrant for the 
arrest of Assistant Superintendent Harring- 
ton for perjury. It was on Harrington’s affi- 
davit that he had positive knowledge of the 
commission of the crime that Kiernan was 
arrested. Harrington could not support his 
evidence on the witness stand. 


Killed for a Bundle of Clothes. 


HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., Oct. ll.—News has 
been received from the Oak Grove precinot in 
the southern portion or this county, in regard 
toa most brutal and cold biooded murder 


that took place there yesterday. George 
Rutledge, alias Thomas, colored, was 
shot and instantly killed by George 
Griffey. ulso colored, who escaped 
after the crime and is stiliat large, although 
officers of the law are still on his trail. Joe 
Leavell, George Murphy and Wiil Davie, all 
colored, were with Griffey atthe time ofthe 
killiuag and were arrested and placed in jail 
in this city charged witno being accomplices 
in the crime. 

Rutledge followed a woman from Clarks- 
ville to the home of Jesse Evans, to get some 
clothing of bis that she had carried off. Ob- 
taining this, he was returning home when 
Griffey and his associates followed him, try- 
ing to rob him of them. He said he would 
not give his clothes up, when Griffey urged 
on by Leavell, drew his pistol and fired, the 
ball emtering Rutledge’s heart, causing in- 
stant death. There is intense excitement 
over the deed among tife colored people, ana 
if Griffey were caught-there would be danger 
of his being lynohed. 


A Cruel Outrage. 


WST PLAINS, Mo., Oct. 11.—News has just 
reached here of a criminal assault committed 
on Miss Mamie Diil of Mount Home, Ark., 
last Sunday night. A crowd of young men 


forced an entrance to her house that night, 
and taking the young woman out in her 
night clothes gagged her and dragged her a 
mile and a half down the creek and assauited 
her. 

What few clothes she had on were torn 
from her and ber limbs and body terribly lac- 
erated from * her over rocks and 
through briars. he young men supposed to 
have committed this dastardly act are Martin 
aud Peck Toney, George, Eimer, and Edward 
Hammond and Joe Brimm. As soon as 
the deed was heard of a search was im- 
stituted for the young lady and she was met 
down the creek, coming toward home. Her 
conditiou is considered very critical. 

A posse of citizens was organized and pur- 
suit was made for the perpetrators and up to 
this time three have been captured, but the 

rincipal in the crime is yet at large. Great 

ndignation is expressed by the citizens and 
the guilty will undoubtedly get the iull meas- 
ure of the law. 


Despearte Horse- Thieves. 


WicHITA, Kay., Oct. 11.—Kid Davis, a col- 
ered desperado and horse-thief. attempted to

A GREAT JURIS1’S MONUMENT. 


Should Justice MILLER die from the at- 
tack which has prostrated him, he will 
leave behind him one text that will out- 
last any epitaph that can be graven on 
bronze or marble. His decision defining 
taxes as burdens imposed by the Legis- 
lature on persons or property to raise 
money for public purposes only, and de- 
fining so-called taxes laid for other pur- 
poses as mere robbery, is the text re- 
ferred to. 

“To lay with one hand the power of the 
“Government. on the property of the 
‘oitizen, and with the other to bestow it 
‘fon favored individuals, to aid private 
‘enterprises and build up private for- 
„tunes, this, says the decision, is none 
the leas a robbery because it is done 
‘funder the forms of law and is called 
„taxation.“ 

Ot the claim that the general welfare is 
promoted by the benefits derived from 
tax-aided manufacturers, and that such 
taxes are to be considered as laid fora 
public’ purpose, he said: The same may 
‘‘be said of any other business or pursuit 
‘twhich employs labor or capital. No line 
‘‘can be drawn in favor of the manu- 
facturer which would not open the 
‘‘coffers of the public treasury to the im- 
‘‘portunities of two-thirds of the business 
„men of the city or town.“ 

This decision was written and delivered 
for the Supreme Court in 1874, only one of 
the nine Justices dissenting, yet it reads 
now as if it were written to describe and 
denounce the McKinley bill. That bill 
takes the property of all citizens by taxa- 
tion for the avowed purpose of giving the 
proceeds to a few in the form of direct 
bounties, and it not only does this but it 
„holds up“ the great mass of citizens 
with the obvious purpose of enabling 
certain parties to rob them. The law 
which does this for a particular industry 
when any other is equally entitled to such 
help, or the law which takes our money 
and gives it in bounties to sugar planters 
when other industries are suffering, ‘‘is 
not legislation,“ says the Supreme Court; 
eit is a decree under legislative forms.“

A MISSING HERD. 


Searching for Seventy Buffale Which Es- 
eaped From Yellowstone Park. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., Oct, 1l.—Acting Govern. 
or Meldram has received a letter from the 
I@ferior Departments asking about the 
whereabouts and safety of a herd 
of seventy buffalos that escaped 
from the Yellowstone National Park several 
weeks ago. The missing herd bas been seen 
several times in the Big Horn region and 
is now thought to be ranging in the 


Red desert between Rawlins and the Shoshone 
Indianjjresegvation. A big party of hunters 
from the L mie Plains went out to attempt 
the capture Of the herd last week. 

The State officers expectto organize under 
the direction ofthe Interior Department an 
expeditiou'to round upthe herd and drive it 
back to the Park Reservation. If this 
is dene it will afford magnificent 
sport, considering that the herd must 
be driven to the reservation and through the 
Big Horn and Wind River Valleys and across 
two mountain ranges through a country im- 
passable except to riding and pack animals. 

Wyoming laws prohibit the killing of Buf- 
faio under heavy penalties, {but it is feared 
that the herd may be discovered by 
some of the roving bunting par- 
ties of Indians who will have no 
scruples about killing allthey can. This herd 
ie said to contain the only bison in the United 
States in a wild condition.

BRIGHAM YOUNG'S WIVES 


DELEGATE CAINE TELLS WHY“THE PROPH- 
ET” BECAME A POLYGAMIST. 


Geverned by a Sense of Duty and Not Sensu- 
ality—The Plural Marriage Questien in 
Utah To-Day—The Young Men ef the 
Church Oppesed to It—The Church De- 
fended by a Member.

ABHINGTON, D.O.,Oct. 

9.—I met the Hon. John 

T. Oalne,, the Territorial 

delegate from Utah, last 

night and had a talk 

witn him as to the con- 

dition of the Mormon 

Ohurch. He says that 

Mormoniam was never 

stronger than it is to- 

Wday, and that the 

yVchurch grows right 

along. He referred to President Woodruft’s 

pronunciamento against plural marriages 

and tells me that polygamy is dead inthe 

Territory. He says there have been no plural 

marriages to speak of for years and thatthe 

gentiles have always had an idea that there 

were more polygamists than there really 

were. Said he: There are now 150,000 Mor- 

mons in Utah and there have never been more 

than 2,500 or 8,000 men who have had more 

than one wife. This ise less than two 

per centof the male population of Utah. 

The majority of the polygamists had 

only one extra wife, and it was only in ex- 

ceptional cases that they married more than 

three. The young men among the Mormons 

have not gone into polygamy. They are the 

leading powerin the Territory to-day, and 

they are, to a large extent, running the 

church. The Mormon Chureh at their State 

Convention in 1887, when they adopted a con- 

stitution and asked for admission into the 

Union, passed a resolution prohibiting polyg- 

amy, and the doctrine has not been taught in 

the church since then. It was the young men 

who brought about this change. The leaders 

of the church and the older men accepted the 

situation, and from now on every Mormon 
will have but one wife.’’ 

„Does the chureb still believe in polyg- 
amy?’’ I asked. 

The people may believe in it, but they be- 
lieve in obeying the laws of their country, and 
as these laws are against it they will not prac- 
tice lt. Many of the Mormons went into 
polygamy against thelr own wishes. Brigham 
Young once told me that the greatest trial of 
Dis life was the adoption of this principle, and 
that it was only because he thought it was bis 
duty that he took more than one wife. He 
said this to me at the theater one night and I 
have no doubt of his sincerity., He considered 
it a cross, but he believed that polygamy came 
from God and he accepted it. He was not a 
sensual man. His life was full of activity,and 
it was so made up of outside matters that he 
had no time to give to sensuality. I knew him 
well and I am sure that his passions had 
nothing to do with the number of 


HIS WIVES. 

„What kind of a man was Brigham Young?’’ 
I asked. 

„He was a great man, replied Delegate 
Caine. ‘*The work of Moses leading the chll- 
dren oflsraeltbrougb the wilderness was 
nothing to his taking the band of Mormons 
over the untrodden wilderness of the Great 
American Desert, and of settling them in the 
heart of it. Moses traveled but a few hund red 
miles. Brigham’s band traversed thousan ds. 
It took Brigham Young less than a year to 
find bis Land of Canaan, while Moses wan- 
dered around for fully forty. Brigham Young 
wili have a creat place in history, and the 
day willcome when all Americans will be 
proud of him. 

‘‘Give me a description of his character,’’ 
said 1. 

‘*Brigham Young,” replied Delegate Oaine, 
„as an all- around great man. e had an 
evenly balanced mind anda wonderful ex- 
ecutive ability. He was able to decide upon 
anything that came uv the moment it was 
presented to him, and he always grasped 
things in their details as well asawhole. He 
had a wonderful awount of practical knowl- 
edge, and he built the temple in Salt Lake 
City that cost a million dollars and more. He 
was a very industrious man and be went to 
bed early, rose at daybreak, ate plainly and 
dressed simply. His soul was wrapped up ina 
the Mormon Church and he cared more for its | 
interests than he did for his own. 

„Still, be died rich,“ said 1. 

„es, he left a great deal of money, and 
each of his children got $30,000, although he 
bad fifty. His wives were all provided for out 
of his fortune, and the estate was so left that 
it was in the hands of trustees,so that all were 
fairly treated. He made the most of his fort- 
une out of the Union Pacific Railroad. He 
built 100 miles of this road, and’one of bis 
sons was one of thé masters of construction 
for the Union Pacitic. I don’t think that 
Srigham Young cared anything for money as 
money. He valued it only as it enabied him 
to carry out his plans. He was a very valua- 
bie adviser to the church,and it is largely due 
to him that our people are in 80 prosperous a 
condition as they are to-day.’’ , 

Does the Mormon Ohureh Own much prop- 
erty?’’

In fee simple, of course,’’ replied Mr. 
Caine. ‘*‘Thechurch hasnothing to say as to 
what I shall do with my house or my farm any 
more than the Presbyterian or Methodist 
Church has to say as to the property of its 
members. Isupposetbereis no part ofthe 
United States where so many people own 
their own homes asin Utah. ine-tenths of 
the Mormons own their homesteads, and the 
census of mortgages will show a smaller num- 
ber among them than among any other class 
of people in the United States. When Brig- 
ham Young began to bulld up the territory he 
urged the new-comers not to rent houses, and 
advised them to buy or enteraplece of land 
and put up a house on it. 

„It you can’t put up a house,’’ said he, 
put up a shanty. It you can’t put upa 
shanty build a dug-out, and in the meantime 
live in atent. The people followed his ad- 
vice, and the result is they are well-te-do. 
As to selling their property the Mormons are 
good business men, at least as much 80 as the 
average member of other churches. They 
know the value of their property. They do 
not need to sell, and they only do so when 
they get their price.’’ 

Does not the church eat up a great part of 
the substance ef the people?“ I asxed. 

Not more so than other churohes,’’ was 
the reply. ‘‘We believe in giving one-tenth 
of our income to the church, and we believe 
in supporting our ehurch ourselves. You 
never get a collection plate shoved under 
your nose when you go to listen to a Mormon 
sermon. The matter of giving is a matter of 

ONE’S OWN CONSCIENCE. 
No one investigates as to whether a man gives 
a full tenth of his income or not. If he can 
afford to cheat the Lord, we think thatthe 
church can stand it, ‘and that the Lord will 
settle with him by aud by. 

„What isthe Mormon idea of heli?’’ said I. 

„Well, we don't believe in terrifying our 
people into joining the church by preaching 
brimstone damnation. Wedon’t take a man 
by the nape of his neck and the seatof his 
breeches and hold him overthe burning fires 
of hell and shake him back and forth and turn 
him over and over until he squirms or sizzles 
into repentance, We believe in a future state, 
but notin that kind ofa future state. We 
think that the deeds of this life will bere- 
warded and punished in the next according as 
they are good or bad. We believein the 
atonement, but we hardly think that the Lord 
will take the time-hardened sinner who has 
committed all the crimes inthe decalogue to 
heaven by telegraph, just because he 
repents with his aying breath. We believe 
in a future state of progression 
towards perfection, and we think 
thatreligion should be a matter of work as 
wellastfaith. Many of you Gentiles havea 
wrong idea of Mormonism. We are nearer the 
Bible to-day than nine-tenths of the churches, 
and I believe there is as much simon-pure 
Coristianity taught in Utab as there is in any 
other place of its population in the United 
States, The Book of Mormon is only a sup- 
plementtothe Bible. It does not take the 
place of it. We beleve in the ten command- 
ments, and we know the Scriptures as well as 
tiie Gentiles, and we try to practice what we 
preach.’’ 

‘*What will be the effect of the abolition of 
polygamy on the growth of the church?’’ 

‘*] think it will help it rather than other- 
wise,’’ replied Delegate Caine. ‘‘Polygamy 
nas been more of a log tous than an aid. 
The church got along during its first years 
without it and prospered. Is will prosper 
now. 

Nou have never been a polygamist?’’ said 


‘‘No, not in practice. I have had but one 
wife, and one family was all that I could sup- 
pert. Ihave had ten children, and the Mor- 
mons believein having children. They are 
as rigid as the Catholics on the subjects of 
feeticide, infanticide, etc. We believe that 
the greatest of crimes is that of taking away 
a human life, and we believe that there is no 
hope of salvation for the murderer, whether 
his victim be an unborn babe ora grown man.

HUMPHESY THIRD IN THE RAC FOR THE 
KANSAS GOVERNOESHIP. 


Willets, the Farmers’ Candidate, Far Ahead 
of Him — Other Pelitical News Frem 
Kansas—Lottery Influences at Work in 
New Orleans—The Situation in III 
neis—A Monster Picnic at Chillicethe— 
Politics Generally. 


TCEHISON, Kan., Oct. 
11.—The political situ - 
ation in Kansas this 
year finctuates as 
stocks in Wall street, 
except that it is Black 
Friday every day for 
the Republican ticket. 
Close observers say 
there are really only 
two tickets in the 
field. Humphrey, the 
Republican candidate 
for Governor,seems to 
have been complete- 
ly knocked out, leaving the contest between 
Robinson, Democrat, and Wililets, Farmers’ 
Alliance. Ten days ago Robinson had every- 
thing his own way. Now Willets has forged 
ahead. The rural districts have been heard 
from, and the alliance has the call. Willets 
closed his canvas in Northern Kansas 
to-day. He will spend Sunday at 
his home in Jefferson County, 
twenty miles from Atchison, and next week 
will go into the southeastern part of the 
state. He will probably stay in the Second 
and Third Congressional Districts the rest of 
the month. 

B. N. Clover, president of the State Alli- 
ance, is running for Congress against Per- 
kins, present Republican incumbent in the 
Third, and all the powers that can be spared 
from other parts of the State will be concen- 
trated in that district in his bebualf. 

A TALK WITH WILLETS. 

Willets was interviewed by the Post-DIs- 
PATCH correspondent to-day. He isa farmer, 
and lives on a farm of one hundred and forty 
acres. This, he says, is all his earthly pos- 
sessions. He has been in Kansas twenty- 
seven years, and until he took the Alliance 
shoot he has been a Republican. He is a 
man of superior ability, and makes a spien- 
did argument from the Alliance standpoint.

A Full Explanation of the Det: = 
of the Australian System. 
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Me New Ballot Which Will Be 
Presented to Voters Nov. 


Hew to Legally Make Your Selections and 
Insure the Counting ef Yeur Vote at the 
Next Election in This City—Every Re- 
quirement of the New Law of Misseuri 
Explained ti for Democrats, 
Republicans, Laborites and the Discrim- 
inating Scratcher. 


The election law of Missouri passed by the 
last Legislature applying to cities of 5,000 in- 
habitants and over goes into effect for the 
first time at the coming election in the cities 
of St. Louis, Kansas Oity, St. Joseph, Hanni- 
bal, Springfield, Sedalia, Moberly, Neosho, 
Jefferson Oity, Trenton, Chillicothe and St. 
Charles. The law is commonly known and 
designated as the Australian system of vot- 
ing, although only very little of the provis- 
ion of the Australian law remains in it. The 
idea, however, is about the same, and the 
Legislature of Massachusetts was the first to 
adopt and improve upon it in this country, 
The law in this State is a copy of the Massa- 
chusetts law except in afew unimportant pro- 
Welens. Among the other States which have 
adopted it are Kentucky and Tennessee. In 
these two States it works very imperfectly, for 
the chief reason, perhaps, thatthe names of 
all the candidates are printed rotatively on 
one ballot and those for each office grouped 
together with the designation of the office 
over the grounof names and the politics of 
the — 8 aline with and following 
nis name. Inthe State of New York, alike 
law passed the last session, differ- 
ing, however, somewhat from the law in 
this State, in that the identity of the 
politicul party is better preserved and the 
voter has less difficulty in the selection of his 
ticket, which he can obtain without the aid of 
the judges or other officers. 

Thelaw of this State, although it requires 
that the several tickets shail be printed and 
appear on one sheet or ballot, each party 
ticket stands by itself on the ballot and its 
identity is complete. Each ticket on the 
* ballot will be headed and designated by the 
name of the political party te which it be- 
longs, ana may ve readily recognized by the 
partisan voter and selected by him. 

THE BALLOT. 

The ballot »rovided for and used shall con- 
tain the naul every candidate whose nom- 
ination has been certified to, and no other 
names. The names of candidates by each 
party shall be grouped together and each 
column ot groups be headed by the name of 
the political party which placed him in nom- 
ination. Candidates nominated outside of 
party usage and in the manner suggested by 
the act will be provided a separate space on 
the ball ot and following the regular political 
tickets. 

Such a ballot as the law vrovides for wil! be 
at least 20 inches long and about 6 inches 
wide. On the left-hand corner of the sheet 
will be printed the Democratic ticket, on the 


right-hand side by the Democratic ticket, 
with a lineor blank space between, will be 
the Republican ticket, on the left lower cor- 
ner and under the Democratic ticket, sepa- 
rated by a line or blank space, will be placed 
the Union Labor ticket, and in the right-hand 
lower corner under the Republican ticket and 
separated from it by-a line or blank space 
will be printed the Prohbibitien or Independ- 
ent ticket,should there be any named or nom- 
inated. Under these tickets will be printed 
the names of such candidates as may be 
named, other than by primary elections or 
convention of delegates and the offices {fq 
which named,

HOW ro VOTE. 

When the voter establishes his right to vote 
to the satisfaction of the juages, one of these 
ballots is banded him by one of the judges, 
after two of the judges have written their 
names or initials upon the back of it; after 
this the voter returns itto the booth near by 
and prepares his ticket. When prepared he 
folds it sothat the face of the ballot will be 
concealed and the initiais of the judges 
thereon may be seen, and shall vote 
tortuwith and before leaving the polling 
place. The folding is simply directory, 
and if omitted by the voter, and 
no concealment desired by him he may hand 
his ballot open to one of the judges, who will 
told it properly and deposit it in the box. 

Should the voter be a Democrat and desire 
to vote his ticket straight, all he has to do is 
to draw a straight line from the upper left 
hand corner to the lower right-hand corner, 
and from the right upper oorner to the left 
lower corner—both ways—over each of the 
other three tickets, and his ticket will be 
complete and ready to hand to the judges and 
voted. His ballet when thus fixed 
will appear, Omitting the names, as follows:

Not only this, the different party leaders, as

There is no danger of one of 
them going into the ballot-box. The ticket 
voted and in the hands of the judges 
will be of different paper and have 
on it the names of two of them. 
In addition to this the Recorder of Voters is 
required to print in large type twelve cards of 
instructions for the euidance’of voters in pre- 
—.— their ballots, for each polling place. 
hese cards will explain how to obtain the 
bailot fer voting, howto prepare it, and to 
obtain a new ballot in lieu of one accidentally 
spolied. These cards will be tacked up near 
the polling place and within the reach of all 
who want to vote. The voter, after receiving 
the ballot, should he not conclude to vote, 
cannot walk off with the ballot, but shall re- 
turn it to the judges from whom he ob- 
tained it; nor can he walk off with the second 
it.

Care must be taken in crossing out the 
names and scratching the ticket as suggested, 
and that it is done legibly and systematically 
and the intent ofthe voter clearly expressed 
in doingso. Otherwise the judges may be 
compelled to throw out the ticket, and the 
voter and the candidate intended to be voted 
for lose the vote. 


HOW TO SCRATCH THE BOSSES’ PROTEGES. 

The independent voter or scratcher has am- 
ple opportunity to make hies ticket, provided 
he ean de so in the five minutes allowed 
him for the occupancy of the 
booth. By taking the ballot and crossing all 
the tickets as indicated above, except one, 
and soratching the names on this one clean 
out by drawing a line over each name, and 
writing the names of his choice fer each office 
in the blank spaces left for that purpose under 
each name erased, he will have his ticket 
complete and ready to vote. He can also 
strike off the heading and leave it either blank 
or designate it what he pleases. The only dim- 
culty will be in the way of the voter who wants 
to vote for some of the candidates named on 
each one of the tickets. In doing this he can- 
not cross the tickets from left to right and 
right to left as indicated, because by doing 
this he would strike out all.the names. His

Should the Recorder of Voters conclude that 
under the law he has authority to appoint two 
clerks at each pelling place, he will doubtless

WORKERS AT THE POLLS. 

Canvassers are not debarred from the polls. 
They may be present as heretofore, but are 
preciuded from coming within 100 feet of the 
pelling place. Inthe general law regulating 
elections in St. Louis this distance is placed 
at 200 feet. Which prevails will be a question 
for the historic Philadelphia lawyer to pass 
upon, as will also several other questions 
0 law wherein both laws conflict 
and are at variance. The bill 
when originally introduced was intended 
to cover the whole State, and was so passed 
in the Senate. The House amended it by ap- 
plying itonly to cities of 6,000 inhabitants 
and over, leaving the remainder of the bill as 
it came from the Senate, and of course jwith 

rovisions which should be changed to con- 
orm to the amendment confining its opera- 
tions to cities of 6,000 and over. This leaves 
reveral conflicting provisions between it and 
the general election law passed at the same 
session.

classes of votes and a wooden box the unused 
ballots. At Rome, the ballot was introduced 
in the election of the Magistrates, 139 years 
B. C. During the reign of Charles 
XI. the ballot was used in Parliament. 

In Scotiand it was used by Parliament in 1662 
to secure the ostracism ef political opponents 
not in sympathy with the then ruling power, 
and who were, by secret vote, declared in- 
capable of holding public office. This plan 
became 80 objectionable that the act was 
repudiated by the King ani was not again 
heard of until 1705 when a secret printed or 
written ballot was proposed to protect mem- 
pers from court influence, the gradual 
emancipation of the British Parliament from 
the influences of the crown rendering a pri- 
vate ballot unnecessary. The agitation 
of the open ballot system began with 
the nineteexnth century. and in 1817. it 
was advocated by processions and banners. 
In 1830 O’ Connell proposed it in the House of 
Commons, when it received only a few votes. 
Some years after it again came up for publie 
discussion and had the approval of Macauley, 
Cobden and Brougham. It was finally adopted 
under the leadership of the Gladstone Minis- 
try in 1872, with elaborate regulations to se- 
cure secrecy. In 1870 a special committee of 
the House of Commons made areporton the 
question to the effect that corruption, tradin 

and tmtimidation by persons in power an 

by landlords, took piace toa large extent in 
municipal elections in England, Ireland and 
Scotland, and that the pbailot, if adopted, 
would promote tranquility at elections aud 
protect voters from undue influence and in- 
troduce greater freedom and purity in voting. 


Up to that time the public declaration or Viva 


voce system of the choice of the voter was in 
use in these countries. The polis when 
opened were in charge of the high Sheriff of 
the county, assisted by three or five deputies, 
who kept the tally and registered the cnoice 
of the voter, which was expressed audibly 
and in the bearing and investigation of those 
present at the polls.

Political managers sometimes 
resorted to tickets of a fixed size and peculiar 
color in order to determine and mark those 
who voted againstthem. This led the Legis- 
latures of several of the States to enact laws 
rohibiting the use of any but white paper 
or ballots.

LATIVE AND LYGITIMATE MARKETS. 


The Gevernment Report Knocks All the 
Bull Out. ef Wheat asd Cera—A Sharp 
Decline in Their Value—Oats Best Sus- 
tained—Dull Trade in Fleur—The Situna- 
tion in Chicago and New. York—Local 
Chat Frem the Street. 


Sentiment received a knock-out when the Govern- 
ment report on the wheat crop was made public, and 
without sentiment what can the market be bulled on? 
Chicago will undoubtealy try to hold prices up, and 
if possible put them higher, as Chicago traders are 
long and this report caught them in a bad 
fix. Already ey are sending eut low estimates, 
placing the 9 Wheat crop at 390,000,000 to 395, 
000, 000 bu, w they figure this ls a mystery. The 
area sown to winter wheat in this country, according 
to last December’s report, was about 25,900,000 
acres. Ofthisitis estimated 2,750,000 acres was 
ploughed up, leaving the area harvested 23,150,000 
acres. As the Government makes the average 
yleld 10.8 bu to the acre, this surely means a winter 
wheat crop of 250,000,000 bu. Thneacea of spring 
wheat is 18,223,250 wcres, which at 11.5 bu to the 
acre is a crop of over 152,000,000 bu and makes the 
total crop ef this country over 402, 
000,000 bu. How it can be 
figured less than this is one of 
those things no fellow can find out. A 4. 000, O00 bu 
crop will not enlist speculation on the bull side, nor 
will it seare Europe into buying our wheat at prices 
that are 20c a bu higher than a vear ago. This being 
the case, and considering the critical financial situ- 
ation of this country. with worse to come while the 
McKinley bill continues in force, it is diMeult 
to see how the trade can hope to see high prices for 
wheat in this country, at any rate during the fall and 
winter season of the year. Europe did not take our 
wheat, even when it was cenfidentiy believe 
America’s crop was over 100,000,000 bu 
short of last year’s, and the foreigner can 
hardly be expected to take our wheat when 
he knows there will be a fair surplus to be disposed 
ot here. The insignificant exports and the dullness 


in the flour trade are weighing heavily new on the 
ca: trade, and though our stocks are not increas- 
ing rapidly, they are not decreasing and promise to 
be of good di:meusions to carry into the winter. 
There is, ioo, undoubtedly, a good deal of 
wheat back in farmers’ and ootntey dealers. 
hands held on the idea the crop is so fearfully shors 
that high prices willbe paid in the near tuture. If 
this wheat ever gets started to market—and declines 
at primary points and the lately sown winter wheat 
crop going into winter in good shape, with a largely 
increased * will be great 
inducements it—the effect 
will be decidedly depressing. There 
is almost am unanimity of opinion among St. Louis 
traders on the future of the market. They are, with 
few exceptions, decidediy bearish and playing the 
short side for a good big decline.

The receipts of woolin St. Louis during the week 
were 461, los. Since Jan. I arrivals amounted to 
16,641. 756 lbs. a — 17.684.408 lbs for the same 
tune les year ty ments for ine same peri d were 
17,287 ,447 TT 3.171.197 Ibs. The stock of wool 
in St. Louis is therefore 615,691 Ibs Irs than on Jan. 1. 
The wool market during the week continued strong 
and active, with no material change in prices. There 
was ready sale for all grades, an increased inquir 
springing up even for tub-washed, with a numver o 
sales to manufacturers and others. Buyers from 
the outside were numerous in the market, and every- 
thing offered at value was readily sold. A half cent 
advance over the prices prevailing for the past ten 
davs, however, most invariably stopped a sale. 
There were too many holders ready to tet wool go 
which had been carried for months through a period 
of depression, and which, in most cases, barely 
brought original cost. Some 
when expenses were figured, 
an actual loss. Manufacturers, 
while willing to stuck up at present prices, wee iu 
a position to resist a further advance, as the larger 
ones have bought an enormous qua ntity of wool dur- 
ing the past elk weeks. The smaller manufacturers, 
together with speculatin iddlemen, give all the 
leading markets — pri — strength as present. 
Stocks In all the ading markets have 
been reduced to very mederate proportions 
and nolders, therefore, feel considerable confidence 
in what they have on hand. Europe continues buoy- 
ant, notwithstanding the 24 per cent increase in our 
tariff, which practically shuts out the bulk of the 
woolen goods formerly imported. About 2,000,000 
lbs wool were bought at the present London sales for 
the United States. Outside ef a possible money 
squeeze everything in the wool and woolen line 
promises a healthy and satisfactory business.

Half a Million People. 


eThe weekly mortuary report of the Health 
Department shows a total of 144 deaths last 
week, 35 being from zymotic diseases, 32 
from constitutional, 46 trom local and 18 
from developmental diseases, besides 
13 deaths by. violence. Diphtheria 
caused 7 deaths, typhoid fever i, 


and scarlatina, croup and whooping cough, 
leach. Of the zymotic diseases, consumption 
and marasmus ciaimed 18 victims each and 
cancer 2. Under the head of local diseases 
neumonia and convulsions stand first with 8 
atalities each, and Bright’s disease next with 
5. There were also 2 deaths from bronchitis 
and 2 each from apoplexy and meningitis.

The developments took place atthe State 
Lunatic Asylum, located at Austin, Tex., 
during the past week, and consisted in the 
alleged discovery that the flour 
being purchased by the board of 
management forasylum use was startiingly 
short n weight. The discovery was made 
upon the receipt ofa new involee of flour, 
which, upon arrival at the Asylum, | was 
**weighed and found wanting. The ship- 
ment in question was one of 225 barrels of first 
patent flour from Nelson Davis & Co. of Aus- 
tin, Tex., who had the contract for supplying 
the asylum with this grade of flour for the 
quarter beg inn ing Aug. 1, ata fixed price of 
$5.75 per barrel. 

HEAVY SHORTAGE DISCOVERED. 

The weighing of the fleur at the asylum 
revealed a gross discrepancy between the 
actual weight of the invoice and the weight as 
cailed for by the legal standard established in 
every State. This standard prescribes that a 
barrel of flour should contain 196 pounds of 
flour.

The 
investigations of Lombroso and Ferri in Italy 
have, however, aroüsed the interest of the 
Tuglish and Americans and the same sort of 
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Thief Told His History 
as if It Were a Joke. 


investigations have been begun by them. A 
work called The Oriminal,’’ by Havelock 
Hillis, recently published, contains pretty 
much all the information there is on the sub- 
ject. In this Mr. Ellis has compiled the most 
approved works of the continental students 
and offers it as a suggestion to English and 
American workers. 

Putting faside eariler investigators whose 
work was not followed up, we may accept 
Pref. Cesare Lombroso of Turin as the father 
ot modern criminal anthropology. Lombroso 
was born in 1836. In 1862 he was placed in 
charge of the department of mental diseases 
at Pavia University. Prompted by Broca, 
who was the first to use the naturalist method 
in the study of man, Virchow, tbe great an- 
thropologist of Berlin, ana by Darwin’s ‘‘Ori- 
gin of Species,’’ Lombroso began the study of 
criminal man. Hise investigations resulted in 
‘the great work, ‘‘L’Uomo Delinquente, 
Arst published in 1876. The influence of this 
work in Italy, Germany and France was as

- that of Darwin’s great work in 1859.

acteristics which have been observed 
classified by Lombroso and his followers. 
CRANIAL AND CEREBRAL CHA cs. 
The average size of criminals’ heads does 
not differ much from that of normal perseéns. 
K and small heads are found among them 
in the normal mah ype mot It is sald, how- 
ever, that thieves frequently have small 
heads while murderers are large headed, 
Nor can anything definite be said concerning 
the cephalic index—that is the ratio of breadth 
to length, viewing the head from above. But 
it has been noticed that among narrow- 
headed peoples the criminals’ heads are usu- 
ally narrower than the average and among 
broad -headed peoples their heads are broader 
than the average. The gees or sugar-loaf 
form, and its opposite, the flat-roofed skull, 
are found generally among criminajs. The 
receding foréhead, always popularly associa- 
ted with a low intelligence, ig common, but of 
itself is not an indicatien of mental or 
moral perversion. Lack of cranial symmetry 
is almost always a marked feature of the 
criminal head. 
is biessed 
but the departure 
standard is greatest amona instinetive crim- 
inals. Lombroso has noted a number of other 
anatomical peculiarities which seem to be

cases of ‘‘ataviem,’’ or reversion to an an- 
cient type. What is found occasionally among 
civilized men is found always among the apes 
and very low types of men. This seems to in- 
dicate that the instincts of the animais which 
man resembles come out as criminal! instinots 
in the civilized human, and along with these 
certain physical characteristics also common 
te those animals. What Haeckel calls the 
law of interrupted inberitance’’ has 
operated upon the criminal and sent him 
down the ranks of mankind towards the 
brute. , * 

All these cranial abbormalities are found 
occasionally in ordinary persons, but seldom 
are they so exaggerated as among criminals; 
and, indeed, an ordinary person’’ so déis- 
figured would, anthropoiogically speaking, 
be put tu the proof that he was l , 
The weight of the brain is not known be 
an important fact. It has been found that 
light and medium weight brains are about 
equally common in criminal and normal sub- 
jects. Out of 187 criminals’ brains, 24 per 
dent were heavier than the average; while, 
out of 422 normal brains 20 per cent were 
heavier. This seems to indicate that the 
weight of the brain has little to do with the 
question, a conclusion which harmon- 
izes with the fact that Gambetta’s 
brain weighed no more than that 
of a microcephalous idiot. More importance 
is attached to the shape of the brain, to its 
relative deyelopment and relations of its 
convolutions. All authorities agree in attach - 
ing great value to these relations. Pecularities 
have been found in convolutions of the brain— 
particularly among murderers—which are 
clearly reversions to the animal type. 

THE FACE. 

The first conspicuous fact to be noticed in 
the criminal face is the remarkably well de- 
velopea lower jaw in those guilty of crimes of 
violence. The average weight of the Parisian 
criminal skull is less than that of the ordinary 
Parisian, but the lower jaw of murderers 
weighs considerably more than that of 
the ordinary man. This is a peculiarity 
of savages and prehistorie man. Here again 
humanity seems to stumble in its upward way 
and the individual siips back toward his an- 
thropoidal progenitors. Among the insane, 
however, and petty criminals or criminals

from weakness, the receding chin Is fre- 
quently observed. Some observations have 
been made on the teeth of criminais, but the 
number is not yet sufficient to admit of a care- 
ful claseification or to justify conclusions. It 
is a tact popularly known that the wisdom 
teeth are dying out. They are abseat among 
the lower races in 19 per cent of the observed. 
while in the higher races they are absent in 42 
per cent of the observed cases. Observations 
on criminals are now being made to determine 
how they stand in this respect. . 

Long and voluminous ears have been noticed 
among criminals even by careless observers, 
A very long ear was observed by Dr. Frigeris 
of Paris in a woman convicted of cemplicity 
in the murder of her husband. The left was 
3 inches, the right 3.2 inches in length. The 
normal is 2 to24inches. Her father, two 
sisters, three cousins all had excessively large 
ears, and were all convicts. Other degenera- 
tive variations have been noted in the crimi- 
nal ear, all of which suggest n 
normal characteristics of the anthropold an 
other apes. The nose has been studied by one 
or two observers, but further investigations 
are needed before conclusions can be an- 
nounced. The pallor of the skin is noted 
cases against §8 per cent among the ordinary 
population. But imprisonment is not without 
effect in this respect. It le a well ascertained 
fact that the face of the criminal is full of 
wrinkies. Even in very youthful offenders 
this peculiarity is so conspicuous that the face 


has the aspect of oid age. 


ANOMALIES OF THE BAIR. 

The beard in criminais is usually scanty. 
Marro found 13.9 per cent of observed crim}l- 
nals entirely without a beard as compared 
with lie per cent of ordinary men without one, 
and a very large proportion of his criminals 
had a acanty beard. Full beards, however, 
are found ameny sexual offenders, The hair 
on the head is usualiy abundant. Baldness is 
very rare. Among femaies the bair is inordi- 
nately long—sometimes it forms their most 
characteristie physical feature—and is accom- 

anled by an unusual development of fine 

air. om the face and body. Eleven per cent 
have continuous eyebrows. Excess of dawn 
on the face is found with special frequency 
among Women guilty of infanticide. Obser- 
Vations on the color ofthe hair are not now 
of much value, owing to the differences in 
race. But it bas been discovered that erdi- 
nary men, workingmen and peasants become 
gray earlier im life than do criminal men, 
while criminal women become gray earlier 
than ordinary women. 

CRIMINAL PHYSIOGNOMY. 

The science of criminal physiognomy is in a 
rudimentary condition, hose intangible 
‘*somethings’’ which in faces attract or repel 
are hard to observe definitely and ly 
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among criminals—i4 per cent of the observed

special physiognomy. According to Lom- 
-broso thieves are remarkable for the mobility 
of the features. The eyes are small and rest- 
less, the forehead nearly always narrow and 
réceding. In those guilty of sexual offenses 
Lombroso finds the 2 nearly always bright, 
the voice either rough or cracked, the face 
generally delicate, the lips and eye-lids 
swollen; occasionally they are hump-backed 
or otherwise deformed. The eye of the habi- 
tual homicide fs giassy, cold and fixed. But 
these views are not held by all observers. 

In general, born criminals have — tt 
ears, thick hair, a thin beard, projecting 
fréntal eminences, enormous jaws, a square 
and projecting chin, large cheek bones and 
frequent geésticulations. It is, in et, a type 
resem biing the Monyolian or sometimes the 
Negroid’’ [Lembroso]. The criminal heads 
here represented will enable the reader to 
—— of the accuracy of some of the observa- 

lens noted in the foregoing paragraphs. 
5 HEREDITY. 

The influence of heredity has a been 
recognized. But it is difficult to define the 
influence and give it its proper value. Thus, 
out of 4,000 criminais passed through El- 
mira, N. Y., 38.7 per cent were children of 

arents affected with drunkenness. But it is 
mpossible to say how much of the criminal 
8 came from the parents by hered- 
ty, and how much Was due to tbe fafinenes 
in early years cf a drunkard’s home. In fact 
about all that is known is that vicious parents 
beget vicious children. One Jean Chretien 
had three sons—Jean Joseph, Thomas and 
Pierre. The first had eight children, all 
criminals; the second, twosons, murderers; 
the third, one son, a murderer. Nothing is 
known of Jean Chretien, the grandfather, and 
it is not stated that his three sons were crim- 
imals, but there must have been some infiu- 
ence reaching back to the grand- 
father Or grandmother which pro- 
duced this awful blood. The Jukes, 
a criminal family in New York, will be recalied 
by most readers. The number of this family, 
traced by Dugdale was 709. It probably was 
nearer 1,200. Although a few honest workers 
came of the Jukes, most of them were thieves 
and prostitutes. Ot all the men not twenty 
were skilled workmen, and ten of those 
learned their trades in prison; 180 received 
outdoor relief to the extent of an aggregate of 
SOO years, the cost being ona moderate estimate 
for this single family during 75 years 

7,000. Dugdale estimates that during this 
poriod the Jukes cost the people one million 
und a quarter. 

Some curious investigations bave been 
made upon the influence of age of the parents 
upon the children. They show that criminals 
are to a cOnsiderable degree children of fath- 
ers who have passed their prime. Thus 24.9

PHYSICAL SENSIBILITY. 

One of the most curious peculiarities of the 
criminal is the duliness of his physical sensi- 
bilities. In this respect the instinctive crim- 
inal is like the idiot, to whom, Gaiton says, 
„pain comes as a welcome surprise. He 
resembles, likewise, lower races of men, such 
as the Maoris, who chopped off a toe in order 
to wear an European boot. A criminal tested 
by Lombroso with a needle was found to be 
without perception of pain. Others have 
been found deficient in seasibility to the elec- 
tric current. Insensibility also shows 
itself the rapid recovery from 
wounds, said to be a frequent phe- 
noménon among criminals. In this 
too, there is a resemblance to animals and 
lower races of men. A Maori was speared 
with a big rafting spear, the point being 
Griven through the breast and coming out at 
the back. In a week’s time he walked fifteen 
miles across a mountain range, the wound 
being healed. Lombroso knew a thief whose 
frontal bone was cloven with a hatchet; in 
fifteen days he was cured. A woman per- 
formed the Ca@sareun operation on herself 
with a kitchen knife. She recovered without 
dressing the wound and without fever. Na- 
merous cases of thie kind are cited by many 
authorities, but no statistics are given. 

The eyesight of criminals is superior to the 
normal and color blindness is rare. One in- 
vestigater found on examining a number of 
youthful criminais and youthful normal per- 
sons that 49 per cent. of the former:were 
superior to a visual test, 
cent. of the nermal persons possessed equal 
acuteness. 

A few investigations point to the conciusion 
that the instinctive criminal is deficient lu 
the sense of smell and sense of taste. Lom- 
broso notes that the sensibility of criminals to 
the weather appears to be 
ordinary population. 

The praetice of tattooing is yery common. 
Lombroso ezamined 100 children at the re- 
formatory at Turin and found forty of them 
tattooed. Among 235 other youthfal crimi- 
nals he found 82 per cent tattooed. Another 
investigator found 40 per cent tattooed among 
800 convicted French soldiers. For the sake 
of comparison with the  non-criminal 
Population, it is noted that among 
2,789 soldiers of the Italian infantry only 
forty-one were tattooed, that is, 15 per cent. 
The designs vary tn character. Out of 160 de- 
signs 20 related to leve, 20 to war, 8 to religion, 
8 to occupation, 6to obscene practices. The 
ortraitof a mistress or a nude woman, a 
ransfixed heart, flowers, comets, swords 
and serpents are common. The greater 
number of tattooed criminals are found 
among those who have committed crimes 
against the person. The fewest are found 
among swindiers and forgers. Various causes 
are assigned for the practice. There is no 
doubt that it is a practice indulged in by crim- 
inals, but it may be that the criminai has here 
adopted a soldier’s or sallor’s habit. 

The muscular system of criminals isas a 
rule feeble notwithstanding their agility and 
spasmodicactivity. Muscular anomaiies are 
frequent. Arms of exordinary length have 
been observed insome criminais and their 
agility has been connected with this fact. If 
thelong arm predominates inthe criminal 
class it is another example of reversion toa 
lower type, the same characteristics being 
found among savages and as js well known 
amongthe apes. The gibbor’s arms reach 
the ground when he standserect. But these 
observations are too few in number to justify 
the conclusion that the long arm 
is one of the instiuctive criminal’s character- 
istics. Returns from the Elmira (N. .) Re- 
formatory show that pigeon breasts, imper- 
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fectly developed chests and stooping shoul- 
ers abound. During a period of eight years 
er cent ofthe deaths were from diseases 
of the chest not including affections of the 
heart. One prison surgeon says that many 
men bave large nipples and large, well- 
marked aureolar. This le very remarkable. 
His observation is a soli one, however, 
and needs confirmation. eart disease is 
common. 
German investigator 20 per cent died of that 
disease and 50 per cent showed affections of 
the heart. . 

The above described are only a few of the 
physical peculiarities noted by Lombrose and 
the other Italian investigators. In a second 
article the criminal’s psychical or mental and 
moral characteristics will be considered, to- 
gether with the metheds of treatment advo- 
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clog aia, 1 ig needless to say that it the re-

Pierre 
Baron, Who was present, accepted the position 
of Superintendent of the building and of the 
assessment, and promised to do his duty.

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THE OLD CATHEDRAL. 


Still bangs in its famed spot the historic 
painting presented nearly a century ago to 
‘the Cathedral by Louis, the King of France. 
And there yet remains the same high stately 
altars. The stained windows yet shed their 
varied glory in subdued beauty over the in- 
terior, and nearly all ot the old grandeur yet 
remains. The exterior has been unchanged. 

Repairs were necessary and thev were made, 
and on the Sunday when the immense con- 
course will visit the Cathedral and its ceré- 
monials, the subscriptions of the old and the 
new St. Louisans will go to repay the outlay. 
The ceremonies of the coming Sunday are 
already arranged and Rev. Father Ooyle, the 
pastor, has been most zealous and tireless in 
his efforts to make the occasion a 
grand one and worthy of the notable occa- 
sion, just as he has labored to effect the 
necessary repairs of the Cathedral and always 
attend to the arduous duties of his parish. 


The work of repairing has been an immense 
labor, that of the scraping alone being a 
gigantictask. The pinkish drab coloring has 
replaced most exquisitely and refreshingly 
the old and time-worn frescoing.

„Agreement of the inhabitants of St. Louis 
to build a church and the contract therefor, 
April 19 1775, the third festival of Easter. 

‘*Before me, Don Pedro Prenias, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of the establishments of II- 
linols and its dependencies belonging to His 
Catholic Majesty, Rey. Father Valentine Oap- 
ucin, missionary curate of the parishof St. 
Louis, and of Messrs. Sarpy and Benite Bas- 
quez, wardens of said parish of 8t. Louis, at 
the conclusion of the parochial mass of gaid 
place, all the artisans and Inhabitants com- 
prising the said parish of St. Louis, to award 
the contract to the lowest bidder, said inhab- 
itants having maturely deliberated among 
themselves the church should be con- 
structed. 

The records of the church and the residence 

are still preserved, but space does not per- 
mit them to be published in this sketch. Suf- 
ficient to say that Pierre Lupein,alias Barren, 
carpenter and joiner, for the price of 1,200 
livres in deer ekin at the current value, was 
awarded the contract. To the contract, many 
of the citizens not knowing how to write, 
made their crosses for signatures. The 
Siumers of the agreement to obulld the 
church Included nearly all the householders 
in St. Louis; they numbered seventy-nine all 
told. Only thirty-five signed their names, ail 
the rest affixing their marks. Pierre Barren, 
the eontractor, died soon after and the con- 
tract was awarded to Jean Cuimbos for the 
sum of 1,489 livres in shaved deer skin, with 
the condition that the building be com- 

leted by the end of the month of 
May of the current year. A number 
of citizens signed theirnames to this. Exactiy 
what time the work was finished does not ap- 
pear, but the bullding was evidently occupied 
not long after the date set for its compietion. 
It stood very near the site of the present 
Cathedral, on what was the north halt ot the 
church block“ (No. 59) and attached to it was 
a cemetery. Judge Wilson Primm spoke be- 
tore the Missouri Historical Society of it thus: 

DESORIPTION OF THE OLD BUILDING. 

My recollection of these buildings is very 
distinct.

and mainly through the efforts of ishop 
Rosatti, who, on Sunday, March 28, 1830, re- 
quested from the pulpit that the congregation 
should bold a meeting at an early day and 
adopt measures for erecting a new church. 
Accordingly, on the 4th of April, 1830, a meet- 
ing was beld at which the Bishop presided and 
Marie Philip Leduc acted as sec- 
retary. Among those present were Judge 
Wilson Primm, Elibu H. Shepard and Hon. 
John F. Daily. A subscription was immedi- 
ate raised, Bishop Rosatti contributing $8,000. 
The dead were removed from the cemetery 
and a site thus provided for the building. The 
corner-stone was laid on the Ist of August, 
1831, and on the 26th of October, 1834, the edi- 
fice was consecrated to the hogor of the 
most Holy Trinity, under the imvocation of 
‘St. Louis of France’’ by the Rt. Rev. 
Joseph Rosatti, Bishop of St. Louis, assisted 
by the Bishops of Beardstown and Cincinnati. 
The last stone on the belfry tower has an in- 
teresting story. It was placed by a colored 
man named Wm. Johnson. It is said none of 
the workmen cared to risk the performance 
of the dangerous feat and the. colored man 
volunteered to undertake it. He accordingly 
ascended the tower, fixed the stone in its 
place and on the completion recetyed the 
warm cOugratulations of the Bishop. 
The musical portion of the services 
was under the direction of Prof. 
Maraliand, a then famous teacher of &t. 
Louis, who set to music an ode composed by 
one of the city priests. The Cathedral may 
thus be described: It is, despite ite birth in 
the infancy of St. Louis, a noble and impos- 
ing structure, conspicuous for its symmetry 
and the grand spaciousness of its architect- 
ure. The length of the noble building, ac- 
cording to the history of the Catholic 
Church of S8t. Louis, is 1% feet and 
Its breaath is ¢ighty-four. The front is of 
polished free-stone and rises to the height of 
fifty feet, the facal being broken by a portico 
forty feet wide, supported by four doric 
columns, with corresponding entablature, 
frieze cornice and pediment. On the frieze 
and conspicuous in bas relief isthe inserip- 
tion, ‘‘In honorem 8. Ludovic. Deo, Uni, et 
Trino, Dictatum, A. D. MDUCCXXXIV.’’ On 
each side of the portico is inscribed, both ia 
English and French: 

My House shall be called the House of 
Prayer.’’ 

There are three entranees from the portico 
and three corresponding -windows on which 
are three slabs of Italian marble with the in- 
scription: ‘‘Ecce tabernaculum, Dei Cum 
hominilus, et habetabet cum lis, a text 
taken from the twenty-first chapter of the 
Apocalypse, which is also inscribed in French 
and English. Originally the porch was in- 
closed by an iron railing and was reached by 
fights of steps rising from the east 
and west, but eee ey: this arrangement 
was changed, anda flight of steps was con- 
structed, rising from the pavement the whole 
length of the perch. The cornice, with its 
frieze and entabiature, together with the bat- 
tlements, extends along the front to the cor- 
nersand and about twenty feet along the 
sides, and the battlements are surmounted bv 
six candelabra about nine feet in height. The 
effect of this facade is simple, but imposing. 
On a stone tower fort feet in 
height above the pediment and 
twenty feet square reste the _ spire, 
an octagon in shape, surmounted by a gilt 
ball five feet in diameter, from which rises a 
cross of brass ten feet high. In the steeple 
there is a chime of six bells, the larger ones 
weighing, respectively, 2,600, 1,900 and 1,500 
pounds, having been made in Normandy, and 
a large clock which indicates the hours on the 
four sides of the tower and strikes them on 
the bells. The interior is divided into a nave 
and two aisles by dorie columns four feet in 
diameter,and built of brick,covered with satuc- 
co. The ellipticaily shaped ceiling is divided 
into elghteen richly decorated panels. The 
width ofthe center alsle is forty feet, and 
the side aisies each twenty feet. Above the 
front doors are two galleries, beneath one of 
which are the baptismal fonts, where hangs 
a picture of the Savior’s baptism. The sanc- 
tuary is 40x30 feet in size, and is elevated by 
nine steps from the floor. Its aisies are 
adorned with pllasters, 1338 to represent 
the Holy Eucharist. the center of the 
sanctuary is the altar, above which is a pict- 
ure of the crucifiction. On the western side 
of the sanctuary is the Bishop's chair, which 
Archbishop Kenrick will onee again oecupy 
on next Sunday, and justo te is the por- 
trait of &. Louis, the. Cathetiral’s titular 
saint, which was presen © diocese by 
Louis XVIII. of France. is 19 very highly 
valued, and bears the inscription: ‘‘Donne 
par le Rol de France. At the extremity of 
each side aisle is asmall chapel, the eastern 
one, having for its altar piece a picture of St. 
Patrick. Above this are two pictures,one, said 
to be by Paul Veronese, representing the Cen- 
turlan kneoling before the Savior. 
The western chapel has for aitar piece a 
picture of St. Vincent de Paul, founder of the 
„Sisters of Charity, saving an abandoned 
child. Near the side doors are two otner paint- 
ings of value, the Martrydom of St. Barthbol- 
omew’’ and The Virgin Mary Holding the 
Savior in Her Arms’’ Beneath the side altars 
steps descend to the lower chapei, 84x30 feet. 
The organ is placed im aloft above the altar 
of St. Patrick. On either side of the church 
are seven arched windows of stained glass 
18 feet high, and adorned with scenes 
from the life of the Savior. The 
interior decoration of the Cathedral is warm 
and attractive, and on feast days it appears 
gorgeous and imposing. On April 28, 1871, the 
preliminary steps were taken for tne in- 
corporation of a society 8 for ita object 
the erection of a new Cathedral. The move- 
ment was inaugurated under the auspices of 
Archbishop Kenrick, Bishop Ryan (now Arch- 
bishop of Philadelphia) and Vicar-General 
Muhlslepen. But, however, to go back 
further,on the firat Sunday of October, 1855,the 
first Provincial Council of St. Louls was opened 
at the Cathedral with very grand ceremonials. 
On May 8, 1857, another grand ceremonial took 
place in the Cathedral, the consecration of 
the Rt. Rev. James Duggan to be Coadjuter 
Bishop of Chicago, with right of succession. 
In May, 1859, another celebration occurred, 
this being the consecration of Rt. Rev. Dr. 
Whelan as Coadjutor to the Bishop of Nash- 
ville, and Rt. Rev. Dr. O’Gorman as Vicar 
Apostolic to Nebraska. Archbishop Kenrick 

repared the ceremony, assisted by Bishops 

erge of Kansas Bishop Junker of 
Alton, Bishop Smyth of Dubuque 
and Bishop Duggan of Chicago. 
In 1876 the Cathedral was repaired and the in- 
terior decorated. The steeple also underwent 
improvements. The interior was pdinted and 
frescoed, and the space between the windows 
adorned with figures more than life size of St. 
Malachi, St. Boniface, St. Patrick, St. Igna- 
tus, 8t. Francie de Sales, St. Kevin, St. 
Lawrence O’Toole and St. Bridget. Tne walis 
of the sanctuary were adorned with fi sof 
St. Louis, 8t. Vincent de Paul and other 
saints. The year 1876 was the Centennial year 
of the fouhdation of the parish and a meeting 
was held at the parochial residence 
July 11 to arrange a fitting ceremony of 
the event. The Cathedral on Aug. 27, 1876, 
waselaborately decorated with evergreens, 
and an immense assembiage gathered. Oni 
those could be present in the building who 
had cards of admission. The interior was a 
scene of unusual magnificence and the cere- 
monies most Pog ag Among the citizens 
now dead who were there were Gen. Rey- 
nolds, Senator Bogy and Judge Primm. 

THE CATHEDRAL’S PASTORS. 

Among the different priests who have held 
the position of pastor at different times at

THE FIRST BAPTISM. 

The register of the parish is an almost in- 
valuable historical record. These chronicles 
of the advent, marriage and death of the 
people who dwelt here long ago, extend back 
to the year 1764, the year Laclede landed at 
the bluffs. The firstentry of the register is 
one in French of the baptism of Marie Des- 
champ. It occurred in 1776 and teils that 
Mary Deschamp was born September, 1765 
A. D., and was a daughter of John Baptist 
Deschamp and Marie Pion, the sponsors 
being Rene Tierberot, Mary La Maremiue and 
J. L. Meurin, priest. 

THE FIRST MARRIAGE. 

The first marriage entry is A. D. 1724, when, 
after three publications In the log church, 
Joseph Roy, the son of Louis Roy and Mary 
De Monlin, was married to Josette Caion, 
daughter of Peter Uaion and Verenica Estart. 
The witnesses were Joseph Gibbott and Jo- 
seph Rebidon, F. Bernard being the mission- 
ary. Tie first funeral was that of a free negro, 
name Gregorie. The interment of the first man 
to be buried from the Cathedral was in Oct. 4, 
1766, and he was buried in the village ceme- 
tery. So it is judged from this that already a 

lace of burialhad been designated. 

here may bave been others buried, but that 
of Gregorie is the first recorded. Who this 
Gregorie is cannot be ascertained, but i- 
tion asserts that he was a crave digger. b- 
ably the second wedding was that of Benost 
Basaues to Julee Papin. M. Louis de St. 
Ange, who held an office under the Govern- 
ment, ga the bride away, and the 
names of witnesses subscribed are those of 
persone who have given names to many of 
our streets. The officiating priest on this oc- 
casion was Francis Valentine of Cahokia. 
Other marriages of note took place within a 
period of afew years. Among the names of 
those can be found many who are still famil- 
lar to our people, but others have passed 
into oblivion. Among noted marriages are 
those of Pierre Bissonnet to Gabrielle 
Picaret, Louis Barada to Marie Bequet, An- 
toine Mareschal to Camille Tabot, Jacques 
Methode to Celeste Lariche, J. B. Milot to 
Felicite Pilet, C. Gratios to K. Chouteau, J. 
Desnoyer to Eulalia Cardinal, S. Labadie to 
Louise Uhouteau,©. Tayon to Deschamps, J. 
B. Trudeau to Marie Foy, J. Thibeau to Suav, 
and a number of others over a hundred years 
ago. The names Soulard; Lami and others 
do not appear in the earliest parish records. 
LeBaume and Sarpi come later. 

HISTORIC INCIDENTS. 

There bave been many interesting incidents 
connected with the historic church, too many 
to fully recount. Richard Dowling, one of the 
oldest 45 best authorities on local historical 
subject’ in the city, told the following story, 
for the truth of which he vouches, as he was 
an eye-witness of it: One of the holiest and 
most zealous of the Cathedral's pastors died 
at the parochial, residence after a life of 
saintly sacrifice and good work. He was 
laid in estate in the church and 
hundreds came to view the body. 
Before the sight of these people, some yet 
living, Who corroborate Mr. Dowling’s state- 
ment, a bright star suddenly appeared and 
remained stationary over the head of the 
dead priest, and so stayed until the body was 
removed from the church for burial. Another 
miracle happened here inthe sigut ot all. A 
poor woman, who was lame and to whom the 
priest had been most kind, crippled as she 
was, came to visit the remains of 
her benefactor. She knelt beside the 
bier, 4 praying earnestly, 
arose threw away her crutches, 
walking easily and firmiy down the aisie and 
being thereafter cured entirely. These two 
acts are attested to by witnesses. Unhappy 
incidents alse came to the grand old building.

A SILENT MEMBER, 


A Very Important Persenage in Gilmore’s 
Band Who Plays No Instruments.

Often in this life the silent and unseen man 
bas the most important work to perform, so 
there is a silent portion of Gilmore’s great 
band that is as necessary a part of it as the 
very band itself, and this member, whois a 
host in himself, is Wm. B. Clayton, the libra- 
rian, or ‘*Willie,’’ as he is called by the great 
leader. There is no one in the band who is 8o 
thoroughly acquainted with music as the Li- 


brarian except Mr. Gilmore. Itis his duty to 
arrange every piece of music on each stand 
for the band and to have be- 
side the regular programme 

for the encores ready for 
Gilmore’s music is generally encored is a 
foregone conciusion. The library where the 
immense stacks of musicare kept is truly a 
wonderland to the uninitiated, and over this 
the JAbrarian rules supreme. The number of 
volumes is immense, but Willie bas each at 
his finger tips, and of the great number each 
one has its own particular place, and ata 
moment’s cali ‘‘Willie’’ can place his hand 
on what is wished. To 0 into 
the intricacies of this room would be 
too much ofan algebra equation, but Mr. 
Clayton has systematized everything so that it 
is no longer a problem to him. He has him- 
self invented a catalogue and a key to it 
which makes all plain assanlight. This cata- 
logue he has given to Mr. Glimore, but has 
madeacopy of it for his own personal use. 
Mr. Gilmore would not take thousands of dol- 
lars for his invaiuable catalogue. To show the 
efficacy of this book a SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH 
representative was the other day asked 
by the Librarian to open the book and choose 
any selection from the heaviest to the lightest 
at will. This was done not only once but 
severai times, varying the selections from the 
difficult and well known to the simplest and 
most unknown, and each time the choice was 
made the librarian likea flash produced the 
compositon from beneath ws plles of mu- 
sic. The strangest part of it all is that the 
young librarian, with bis great knowledge 
of the printed music, is not practically a 
musician. His giftis reading music at sight 
and his great knowledge of it theoretically. 
The time that he is not arranging music he is 
copying it, and be is possibly the 
most musically absorbed man- in the band. 
He has to steep himseif in music, and the 
steeping is continual and inoessant. To see 
him at work in the great roomy library of the 
Exposition, with its row after row of musical 
volumes, and its shelves and chairs every- 
where crowded with it, gives but aslight idea 
of the immensity of his duties, but a glance 
there shows him to be the ‘‘cLaracter’’ of the 
band, for he certainly is a character in every 


way. 
* brief sketch of Mr. Clayton’s life cannot 
fail to be of interest to everybody. He was 
born in America, October 1, 1861. His parents 
were English, his father having been one ot 
the principal cornettists in Llverpool, be- 
sides playing at St. James Hall and otrer 
celebrated concert rooms in England.

Its Founding Wrapped ia the Mists of Ages 

Tune Remarkable Balldings That Bave 

Been Discovered There—its History That 

Is Knewn—Its Remarkable Church and 
the Savior’s Coat,

, . TRIER, Germany, Sept. 6, 
N the midst of the fertile 
valley of the Moselle, be- 
tween twe mountains, 
which in prehistoric 
times were dedicated to 
the pagan gods Mars and 
Apollo, an interesting 
eity is situated. Tra- 
dition places the founda- 
tion of Trier or Treve, at 
adilme, which baffies all 
research, because the 
most profound student 
is unable to throw light 
upon that far distant 
age. The Saga, upon 
which we are forced to rely as to the origin 
of Trier, sets forth that the histor- 
ical ity was founded by Trebeta, 
the son of the Assyrian King Ninus and the 
step-son of Semiramide, 1800 years before

mosaic floor was resurrected, a veritable gem 
of that aacient art. he Provincial Museum, 
a oreature of the present day, contains finds 
from Trier and the surrounding country which 
are equally valuable as relies of art and his 
tory. In 1 magnificens tombstones were 
found, one pf them being that of the nobie 
family of the Secundini. 


THE BRIDGE 

which spans the Moselle and the Simeons- 
Portal may be designated as the oldest 
structures of Trier, Its piers are composed of 
powerful blocks of basalt laid upon each other 
without intervéning mortar, but fastened with 
iron braces. In 1717 two pliers only of the 
entire bridge had to be replaced with new 
ones. The rest of the foundation remains 
unchanged, the work of prehistoric ages. 

The Simeons-portal is similarly constructed 
of stone blocks fastened together with iron 
braces. This famous piece of architecture is 
found in the northern part of the éity. In 
the beginning it was known as the Porta 
Martis,’’ (the portal of Mars). During the 
Middle es ite name was chan ed to korta 
Nigra. 6 opinions of the scientists differ as 
to the purpose of this gizantiec teway; but 
there is no doubt that it is one of the original 
Roman fortifications and an inlet to the eity. 
The immense blocks are 0 red- 
dish-gray sandstone, stained and darkened 
with age and the whole structure presents a 
rather dismal and gloomy appearance; but 
when the moonlight tempers the somber 
shadows it looks grandly imposing. During 
the eleventh gored! a Syracuse monk, 
Simeon by name, inhabited one of the turrets 
of the gate, and from that period dates its 

resent name. Various wings were added 
rom timetotime and the Eastern addition 
was turned into a church, but this was com- 
pletely destroyed in the course of time.

Christ. There is an inscription on the so- 
called ‘‘steip,’’ formerly the town hall, the 
„Red House of to-day, which readsas fol- 
lows: ‘‘Ante Romam Treviris stetit annis 
mille trecentis.’’ Trier stood 1300 years 
before Rome. 

It can be accepted asa fact, however, that 
together with the little town of Solothurn in 
Switzerland, and even before, Trier wasa 
fortified settlement and stronghold long 
before the Romans appeared upon the ground 
on gone of their tours of conquest. 
They found the Trevérians governed by the 
laws of a regular constitution, a powerful 
people, surpassing in science ana the arts all 
the neighboring tribes. The Augusta Tré- 
verorum’’ furnished ample material to the 
Boman poets and scientists ofthat age, and 
such men as Cicero,Pliny, Tacitus, Herodetus, 


Ceasar and Strabo made its people and Gov- 
ernment astady, while Ausoniusand others 
sang ita praise.

Strolling along the broad, handsome Sim- 
eons street we notice from afar the so-called 
market ross, a Roman syenite shaft, resting 
upon a square socie with limestone capital.

measures about filteen feet in height, Close 
hy on the main square another monument of 
past ages looms into space, which, although 
belonging to a later period, is none the less 
remarkable. It is the so-called ‘‘red-house,’’ 
formerly the town-hall of the place. Its 
facades adorned with statues of the four 
patron-saints of Trier, two knights ciad in 
armor above them.

PAST GRANDEUR. 

Once the masters of the land, the Romans, 
following the course ef the rivers and moun- 
tains, divided Gallla into provinces, and 
Trier was made the Capital of the Belgian 
Gallia (Belgica Prima). Fifty citadels forti- 


come upon the Basilica, now the Chureh of 
the Redeemer,an imposing brickstructure,the 

lan and foundation of which are also of 

oman origin. It looks back upon a some- 
what checkered career. At first the struct- 
ure was a sort of office building for. lawyers 
and merchants. Afterward it was turned 
into a fortress. Rémnants of the former mag- 
nificent fresco paintiugs, which decorated its 
interior ure exhibited in the Museum, In 1846 
the artloving King Frederiek William had 
the Basilica restored te its original form with 
a faithful adherenceto its Roman remnants 
and surrounding walls. 

It is but natural that in so ancient a city as 
Triersaga and tradition shouid run a wide 
gamut in the old chronicles, and all Kinds of 
wonderful stories are afloat about the Basilica.

The thread of which this coatis woven is so 
delicate and subtie that the mermidons, who 
sat at the fodt of the cross on Calvary, would 
not divide it but cast lots for its possession. 
Its fine, delicate texture lead to the belief that 
it was the Holy Mother herself who had woven 
itfor her son. The holy coat is immured 
behind the high altar. 

The foundations of the cathedral, the Epis- 
copal Metropolitan Chureh,are also of Roman 
origin. Tradition says that it is erected in the 
place where once stood a palace, belonging 
to the Empress Helena, At first the structure 
rested upon four syenitic columns, which fell 
to ruins, however, one of them lying to this 
day atthe entranes to the church. The style 
of the building leans to the Romanic, but is 
not uniform, and, as several additions have 
been made, the church is mére or less dis- 
figured. It has four towers, three aisies and 
twochanceis. The cross-waik and the high- 
altar are its most interesting features to-day. 

Notre Dame is the oldest gothic church of 
Germany and at the same time the most beau- 
tiful house of prayer of the city of Trier. It 
was erected in 1227-43 of yellow limestone and 

ray sandstone after the model of St, ived in 

raisne, near Soissons. The foundation is 
laid out on the order of a Reman cross. The 
portale show prominent works of sculpture 
from the year 1240. Stained glass pictures 
and — of a high order adora the 
interior. oerster, the famous historian, 
says that this church is 
such peculiar outline and construction 
that the history of architecture cannot point 
to another similar edifice. In regard to archi- 
tectural execution it ie one of the most re- 
markable historical monuments. The Trier 
of to-day stands on the ruins and debris of the 
„Augusta Treverorum.’’ In 1792 Goethe de- 
picted the valuable reminiscences of the city 
in masterly sentences, and no philosopher of 
high order bas left untouched the historical 
treasurés present within its walls. 

The Provincial Museum, which is splendidly 
managed by able bands, affords as interest- 
ing a visit to scientists and laymen as the city 
of Rome herself with its decaying ruins ofa 
splendid past, and with her Trier competes 
for the palm of antiquity.

CHAT FROM NEW YORE. 


Gladstone Will Not Visit Ameriea—A Fa- 
mous Churchmas—Herman Oclrichs.

New York, Oct. 9.—I learn from an Ameri- 
can literary man just returned from Europe 
and whe had the pleasure of visiting Mr. 
Gladstone at Hawarden, that he has 
abandoned all hope of ever visiting America. 

Jam too old, he said to this friend, to 
think of crossing the sea now, and besides 
there is too much work here for me to do. I 


recognize the fact very clearly that in the 


nature of things the end of my life is not far 
off. I dare not risk the dangers of an Atlantic 
trip. YetI would net have my good friends 
in America believe that Itake no interest in 
them. On the contrary I think without ego- 


tism that 1 may say that Iam more deeply sol- 
icitous for their welfare than any other Eng- 
lishman and I should love dearlyto pay a 
visit to your wonderiul country, but it is ont 
ofthe question. Ibave made up my mind to 
that and put it out of my life forever.’’ 

This same gentleman in the course of the 
conversation with Mr. Gladstone asked him if 
he would nameahalf dozen great literary 
men ofthe day. To which the people's 
Wililam replied: ‘‘I could not do this, tor 
there are not a half dozen great literary men 
thatI know of. We can count four and that 
is all,’’ and then the ex-Prime Minister named 
the four men asthe only literary geniuses of 
the day—Tennyson, Robert Louis Stevenson, 
Kipling and Meredith—a very astonishing list 
to be sure and one that only very few people 
would indorse. 

Here is aman who you would say at first 
lance had spent halt his life on the sea. His 
ace is bronzed, his hair a trifle shag:y and 
his loose flowing shirt collar gives him the 
appearance of a sailor man.

vacation at the seashore with her two little 
daughters. Tou are very good to spare me 
for so long to be with my dear babies, she 
said in her sweet, sunny way to the manager, 
M. Jules Claretic, when she bade him good- 
bye that evening. The next morning she 
started for Trouville. Something had gone 
wrong with the sanitary arrangements of that 
once fashionable resort.. There was some- 
thing the matter with the drainage or the sup- 
ply of drinking water; most probably with the 


former. At all events, typhoid fever 
made a sudden appearance there. 
Mme. Samary, blooming with health, 


and instinct with vitality, became languid, 
nervous, hoarse and feverish, A local doctor, 
summoned bythe anxious husband, M. La- 
garde, treated her for a cold and pooh-poohed 
the idea of anything more serious.

effect of arousing the farmers and laborers 
gonerally, and it is predieted that they will 
add very considerably to the number of votes 
cast for Judge W. H. Oate, the Democratic 
candidate, next Nevember. The chief issue 
discussed was the tariff, and the 
noted Texan made 7 brilliant 
and effective presentation ot . it. 
People came from fifty miles to hear him, and 
itis stated that a tariff agitation has been 
started in the district, which will not only bear 
fruit in the November election, but will also 
“affect future elections for many years te come. 
Judge Cate and his opponent, Hon. Lewis P. 
Feathersten, the Union Labor and Republican 
nominee, have arranged for a jeint canvass of 
the district. They opened the discussion at 
Wynne on Thursday. To-day (Oct. 11) they 
will speak at Jonesbore. The next point is

CATE AND FEATHERSTON BOTH HOPEFUL. 

Both Cate and Featherston express confi- 
dence in carrying the district. While the 
joint discussion is in progress their respective 
friends are doing some effective work, and if 
an unusually large vote is not polled 
at the approaching election it can- 
not be attributed te the plea that no 
effort was made to get the voters 
te the polis. The district is being canvassed 


more thoroughly than it ever has been before. 
Judge Cate’s friends point to the fact that at 
the recent State election the seventeen coun- 
ties comprising the district polled a majority 


of over 1,200 for the Democratic State ticket | 


and that it will only be necessary 
to bring out the Democratic strength 
to insure Cate’s election. The Demo- 
crats are aroused te a high pitch of enthusi- 
asm, and say they will work to give Cate a 
majority that will at once express the feeling 
of his constituents over the action of the Re- 
publican majority in the last Congress in un- 
seating him, as well as prevent a repetition 
of ench act in event the Fifty- second 
Congress isfcoptrolied by Republicans. They 
claim that Cate will carry Clay, Jackson, In- 
dependence, Greene, Sharp, Mississippi, 
Oraighead, Lawrence, Lee, Poinsett, Cross 
and Randolph Counties by heavy majorities, 
and that the majorities for Featherston in 
Phillips, Chieot, Desha, St. Francis and Crit- 
tenden Counties will be greatly reduced.

DEATH IN A DARK HOLE, 


Two Railroad Men Crushed te Death in the 
Tunnel. 


Two men lost their lives in the tunnel yes- 
terday morning because someone made a 
mistake. Two engines were admitted to the 
tunnel at the same time contrary to the rules 
of the compagy. Conductor Ben Ingraham 
and Brakeman John Livingstone, who are on 
night duty in the Hast St. Louis yards, stepped 
on the foot-beard in front of engine 20 of the 
Bridge & Tunnel Oo. and came across the 
river, intending to gohome. The engine had 
run about two hundred feet into the tunnel 
when itsuddenly stopped, there was a crash 


and the engineer and fireman were pitched 
violently forward. Lights were pro- 
cured, and when the pitchy dark- 
ness was dispelled the mangled, bloody, 
biceding bodies of Ingraham and Livingstone 
were found between the front of engine 20 and 
the tender of No. 22, which had backed into 
the tunnel with atrain of freight cars. The 
shapeless bodies were removed to the Morgue 
but for some unknown reason the company 
had them removed later to the Missouri Pa- 
cific hospital. 

The tunneland yard tracks are controlled 
from two switch towers, one on each side the 
river. Notrain can get into the tunnel un- 
less the switchman in the tower opens the 
track, yet it is impossible to obtain from the 
company any statement of how these two got 
in. Both men were single.

A Well-Known Firm Makes an Assigument 
and Confesses Judgments. 


Kitzinger, Tuholske & Frolichstein, man- 
ufacturers ef jeans clothing at 419 Washington 
avenue, failed yesterday and confessed judg- 
ment in favor of Ernestine Kempner for 
$1,600, Alex Adler for $3,106.20 and the Feurth 
National Bank for $26,166.66. 

The firm was composed of Henry Kitzinger, 
nominally Theresa Tuholske (really Max 


Tuholske) and Isaac W. Frolichstein. Mr. 
Kitzinger was, prior to beginuing business 
here, ‘a member of the m of Kitzinger 
Bros., shirt manufacturers in New York. 
This firm failed and settlement was de- 
layed for a long time, during which period 
Mr. Kitzinger did business in the name of his 
wife, Lena Kitzinger. Max Tuholske was a 
member of the firm of Tuholske Bros., which 
failed for $68,000 and was still bankrupt at the 
time the firm which failed to-day was formed. 
Mr. Frolichsteln came here from Mobile, Ala. 
His father was well-to-do and his father-in- 
law, Mr. Epstein, was quite wealthy. 

Mr. Kitzinger, Mr. Tuholeke and Mr. Fro- 
lichstein gave their personal attention to the 
business.

Theobald Mathew, the famous apostie of 
temperance, was born at Thomastown, Wales, 
Oct. 10, 1790. His early education was ob- 
tained in schools of small note.

He joined 
the Capuchins, the poorest religious order in 
Ireland, and on Easter Sunday, 1814, at Dub- 
lin, was ordained a priest. settled at Kilken- 
ny, he was wrongtully accused of having ad- 
ministered the Paschal Communion, and thus 
infringing the rights of the regular Al 
and ordered by the bishop to leave. This ed 
him to Cork, the scene of his life’s ministry. 


THE WORK. 
It was in the winter of 1839-40 this wonderful 
work began. At the openin ef the year 1838 w@ 
small band of men in Cork, led by a Protest- 
ant clergyman, a Unitarian minister and a 
Quaker, witnessed bravely against intemper- 
ance; but their words had little influence. 
On April 10, 1838, at a meeting of the Cork 
Temperance Society in his schoel-roem be 
signed the pil , exclaiming as he did so: 
Here goes, In the name ef God!’’ 
Many of his friends were annoyed, but the 
poor so crowded to his meetin that it was 
necessary to take the Horse „ where 
there was standing room for 4,000 people. In 
three months 25,000took the pledge, in five 
months the register reached 181,000, in less 
than nine months it had risen to „000.

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THOMAS J. PROSSER. 


Regular Republican Nominee for Congress, Niath District, Missouri, 
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Thomas J. Prosser was born in the city of 
Pittsburg, Pa., on Feb. 1,1851. In November, 
1863, at the. age of 12 years, becoming enthused 
with the glories of war, he ran away from 
home, wert to Alexandria, Va., where he 
enlisted as a drummer boy in the Sixty-second 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry. 

Mr. Prosser served bis country during the 
Campaign of 1864, being present and par- 
ticipating in the battles of the Wiiderness, 
Spottsylvania, Bethesda Church,Cold Harbor, 
and Petersburg. At the close of the war he 
returned to Pittsburg and received a common 
school education. Leaving school at an early 
age, he learned the trade of carpenter with 
his father. When abeut 20 years of age he 
determined upon havinga collegiate educa- 
tion. After spending about one year at col- 
lege, be returned to his trade as carpenter, 
at which he continued work for some time 
after his marriage in September, 1872, at 
Pittsburg, Pa., to Miss Virginia Sutton. 

Not being satisfied with the education al- 
ready acquired in 1874 be again deserted tne 
carpenter’s bench and returned to complete a 
college course at Adrian, Mich., where he 
graduated with honors. mee 

In the year 1878, when the oll fever was still 
on, Mr. Prosser engaged in the business of 
tank building in the on figids of Pennsyl- 
vania. He did a large and lucrative business 
with the oil companies, for about eighteen 
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with the country. From this period dates the 
beginning of his prosperity. 

At the commencement of his business life in 
gt. Louis in 1882 be was agreeably surprised and 
gratified atthe kindness shown and the trust 
reposed in him by those with whom he came 
in business contact. 

On bis arrival in the West his first experi- 
ence in contract work was in the *swampe of 
Arkansas, where he took a small job of bulla- 
ing Water tanks.

A formal Committee o Invitation, suggested 
and arranged by the POST- DISPATCH, was in- 
dorsed immediately by Mayor Noonan, anda 
formal invitation from that committee 
was wired to President Harrison in 
Washington in less than twelve hours after 
the movement wus first started.

THE PRESIDENT’S ARRIVAL 

The arrival of President Harrison from the 
West yesterday morning gave the people of 
St. Louis an opportunity of welcoming him 
in just the hearty way he had been assured 
they would. 

At9o’clock yesterday morning the train 
bearing the President arrived atthe Union 
Depot. The train left Kausas City at 10 
o’clock Friday night and Secretary Halford 
and others of the party were nearly left on 
the banks of the Kaw through the haste of a 
tralnman in giving the signal for starting the 
train. 

The run was made more rapidly than was 
desired, asthe committee having the Presi- 
dent in charge did not wish to arrive here be- 
tore 9 o'clock, the hour agreed upon before 
they went up to Kansas Oity to receive the 
President.

Harrison had slept poorly, though he had 
been very much fatigued by his five speeches 
aud unending handshaking yesterday, be- 
cause allaiong the line brass bands played 
and crowds shouted for Harrison? and

The train ran into the eity * slowly, and 
arrived on time to the minute. The Reception 
Committee, consisting of Mayor Noonan, D. 
M. Houser, J. O. Terry, Joba 8. Moffitt, Geo.

mounted the steps of the Hasiemere when the 
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late, was introduced and with Chief of Police 
Harrigan escorted the President to his car- 
riage, which was standing at the top of ‘the 
incline leading up to Twelfth and Poplar 
streets from the depot platform. 

The Governor, Mayor Noonan and Mr. 
Stanard entered the carriage with the Presi- 
dent. Otber membera of the Reception Com- 
mittee took charge of Secretary Tracy, Private 
Secretary Halford, Marshal Ramedail of 
the District of Columbia and the press as8s80- 
ciation’s representatives. 

Capt. chte and a squad of six policemen, 
mounted om gray horses, surrounded the 
President’s carriage and guarded it through- 
out the trip to the Southern Hotel. 

THE raub. 

The roar of the first gun of the artillery 
presidential salute was the official announce- 
ment to the thousands massed about the 
Union Depot that President Harrison was ac- 
tually in St. Louis, and a greut cheer rent 
the air as the echoes of the cannon shot 
died away in the distance. Horses plunged 
and curveted madly with excitement and fear 
for a moment, aids went galioping down the 
imposing lines of soldiers and uniformed 
societies ranged along either side of Eléventh 
street, the entire parading celump came te 
**attention!’’ and every spectator was on tip- 
toe for the first view of the President. 

The :vresidential carriage, a fine open ba- 
rouche to which were attached two spirited 
black horses, were drawn up at the northwest 
corner of the Union Depot, almost under the 
Twelfth street bridge, heading east. Along 
Twelfth street, facing south, was the long 
line of carriages for the committees. On 
either side of the street from Twelfth to 
Eleventh were drawn up the escorting 

latoons of Mounted Police under Capts. 

uebler, Campbell and Fruchte. Massed 
alongEleventh street was the. entire parading 
column with arms aud uniforms glittering 
in the sun and banners waving in the breeze. 

A sudden shout, e' coming! President 

Harrison’s coming!’’ was the signal for a mo- 
mentary bushto fall over the waiting popu- 
lace. Then turning the corner from the 
truck platform at a swift walk, -President 
Harrison’s familiar face and figure came into 
full view, and the sight was greeted: by a 
sky-piercing shout of welcome. Tne Presi- 
dent was closely followed by the members ef 
his traveling party, and was the first to enter 
the presidential carriage, springing in nimbly, 
and bowing with lifted hat anda pleasant 
smile as he took his seat. He was followed 
by Gov. D. R. France, who sat at his side on 
the back seat, and Mavor Noonan came next, 
with Gov. E. O. Stanard a good fourth, these 
two gentiemen sitting with their backs to the 
driver, facing the President and the Gover- 
nor. : 
The presidential carriage at once moved 
eastward, the second carriage, drawn by a 
handsome span of grays, entered by Secre- 
tary Tracy and Hon. C. Kerens, and the 
remaining carriages. promptly filled by the 
distinguished escort as they drove up in per- 
feot order and without a moments loss of 
time. 

As the presidential carriage started, 
the detail of Mounted Police, in number, six 
abreast, headed the column, led by Capt. 
Jack Campbell. Around the Presiden’t ecar- 
riage the special police guard, which accom- 
panied him all day, fell in under Capt. 


assage of the line at that point was marked 
Inte ge entbusiasm. 
rom the corner of Broadway and Market 

street the Presidential carMiage drove between 
the lines of mounted police, the Grand Mar- 
shal and bis aids and ther lar cavalry, an 
whirling easton Wainut street the spirite 
black horses were brought to a stop at the 
ladies’ entrance to the Southern Hotel. The 
President alighted, and accompanied by the 
party from his carriage passed quickly into the 
hotel. The carriages following them dis- 
charged their freight in rapid succession and 
the distinguished party formed in the hand- 
some hotel balcony, beneath which, Ja the 
street below, the entire parade was to pass 
in review. The crowd in front of the hotel 
was most dense, but, as had been the case all 
a. the line, the mest perfect order pre. 
vailed. 

The President, flanked by Secretary Tracy 
and Gov. ancis, faced the advancing 
columns as they marched down frem Bread 


| way in the same formation as had prevulled 


during the parade. He acknowledged the 
dipping of all the colors as they passed and 
the salutes ofthe efficers. The ceremony of 
passing in review was a most beautiful 
one, and constituted the definite 
close of the parade, as the divisions 
on arriving at Fourth and Walnut were at lib- 
erty to take their own course backto the 
points from which they had a few hours be- 
fore centralized on the Union Depot. 

After responding to oalls for a speech with 
a laughing shake of the head, and again bow- 
ing to the great crowd that still cheered him 
to the echo, President Harrison re- entered 
the hotel and was at once surrounded by his 
St. Louis entertainers.

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THE PRESIDENT ON CHAN GR. 


A Kousing Receptien Tendered the Chief 
Magistrate. 


Long before the heur set for the arrival of 
the President the hall ot the Merchants’ Ex- 
change began to fill up with those de- 
siring to witness his entry. The flour’ tables 
at the north end of the hall were pushed back 


and chairs placed upon them, which were 
principally occupied by ladies. At the south 
end of the room the same course was pursued, 
and even the pit in which the bulls and 
bears indulge in their daily encounters was 
removed. The hall was handsomely deco- 
rated with flags. Overthe main entrance of 
the Chamber of Commerce building was a 
festoon ofthe nutional colors, beneath was 
suspended a portrait of the President, and 
above the restrum a fine oll painting of 
Mr. Harrison was hung. By 11:30 the 
hall was filled, and before noon it was 
thronged, while the crowd in the gaileries 
was fully as dense. Mr. Harrison evidently 
understands that promptitgde is the courtesy 
of potentates, for at the first stroke of 12 he 
entered the hall frem the Secretaries’ office, on 
the arm of Vice-President Bernheimer. The 
President, escorted by the Reception Commit- 
tee of the Merchants’ Exchange, ascended the 
rostrum by the north stairway and was escert- 
ed tohisseat. The members of the Presiden- 
tial party and the Receptien Committee were 
provided with seats on the plat-

Fruchte. This carriage escort was composed 
of Officers Kelly, Cooney, Dowd, Pohiman, 
Schaeffer and Cieveland, while the detail in 
front comprised Sergt. Keeble, Officers Co!- 
stock, Collins, Flynn, Hanna, Miller, Boland, 
Dolligher, Norr, Hickman, Long, Walton and 
Punsheon. 

Following the Mounted Police, the Marshal 
with his aids and Troop B, United Stetes OCav- 
alry, formed the vanguard of the parade, 
preceding the presidential carriage. 


As President Harrison was siowly driven 
townrds Eleventh street a country woman 
rushed excitedly from the crowd, and before 
she could be stopped by the police, reached 
the carriage side, shook the President’s band 
fervontly and then retired tothe sidewalk, 
coquettishly waving a soiled handkerchief at 
the chief executive of the pation. 


With the presidential carriage leading and 
the carriages containing the other members 
of his party and the local committees follow- 
ing by twos, the impressive train passed be- 
tween the entire line of parade, colors being 
dipped and arms presented as the President 
passed each division. The parade fell into 
its prescribed formation with remurkable 
promptness and accuracy, and when the 
right of the column arrived opposite the 
Four Courts, on Eleventh staect,’the line was 
so perfect and complete as to excite general 
remark and admiration. N 


The progress north on Eleventh street was 
marked by but few halts, and those only mo- 
mentary. Considering the crowded condition 
of the street the passage of the parading col- 
umm was accomplished with wonderful ease. 
The President was tendered an ovation all 
along the line, the cheering being continuous 
and handkerchiefs waving inthe «sir by the 
thousands. Passing the City Hall was one of 
the especially enthusiastic moments of the 
parade, the President being greeted with a 
municipal shout as hearty as good will and 
warm hearts could make it. 

With the exception of a brief halt at Elev- 
enth and Oli streets the progress of the 
parade to Washington avenue was continu- 
ous. Arrived at thatturning point, the line 
of march entered upon ite most brilliant 

hase, the decorations of buildings all down 

Vashbington avenue to Broadway being pro- 
fuse and beautiful and the street being 
crowded with expectant throngs of people in 
which the presence of ladies was particularly 
noticeable. Theemployes of the Simmons 
Hardware Oo. extended a salute to the 
Presidential party, which consisted in the 
ringing of hundreds of bells from all the 
windows of that great establishment as the 
carriages were slowly passing, and which was 
acknowledged smilingly by the great guest 
in whose honor the wild arm! was being 
sounded. Passing the Lindell Hotel, the bal- 
cony and windows of which were filled with 
guests applauding the magnificent street 
spectacic passing beneath, the President 
again removed bis hat and bowed repeatedly 
in response to the continual cheering. 

DOWN BROADWAY. 

The corner of Broadway and Washington 
avenue,at which point the head of the column 
wheeled toward the south on the home stretch 
of the great parade, presented a splendid 
appearance, and the march down Broadway 
was most imposing. The President surveyed 
the sceae with decided interest and seemed to 
be commenting on its attractiveness, as he 
now and again addressed some amiling re- 
mark to the ntlemen 8 Alm. 
The frantic effort ofa half intoxicat indi- 


vidual to reach the carriage and apake hands 
— with him, an effort promptl er 
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form, which had been extended for tha 
purpose of accommodating them. When dir. 
Harrison was seen the hall rang with cheers, 
which the gavel of Mr. Bernheimer was 
unable to repress for several moments, When 
quiet was secured Mr. Bernoheirger said: 1 
have the honor to present His Excellency, the 
President of the United States, and our 
worthy Governor, D. R. Francis. 

GOV. FRANCIS’ ADDRESS. 

Gov. Francis then stepped to the rostrum 
and in the name of the State of Missouri wel- 
comed the Cbief Magistrate of the United 
States, President Harrison standing during his 
address. Gov. Francis said: Mr. President, 
the State of Missouri is glad to welcome the 
chief magistrate of this great country within 
its borders. The people of this common- 
wealth yield to none in their devotion to the 
American Union, the American people and 
the man who e the servant and chief of this 
great nation. You have traveled much, 
and have everywhere been warinly received. 
but nowhere has your greeting been more 
hearty than here In the metropolis of the State 
of Misseur!. You have visited two other great 
cities, and have passed through a common- 
wealth greater in area than the six 
New Kngland States, and in every part of it 
the ChiefE xecutive is honored and rever- 
enced. Missouri is always ready to do honor 
as a sovereign State to the head of an indis- 
soluble Union.’’ 

MAYOR NOONAN WELCOMES THE PRESIDENT, 

Upon the conclusion of Gov. Francis’ ad- 
dress Mayor E. A. Noonan took the rostrum. 
He sad: Mr. President, inthe name of St. 
Leuis I welcome you to this city. In this, the 
metropolis ofthe West, the man who holds 
the most exalted office in the gift of the 
people will always be received with 
honor and respect. Before you leave, we 
hope to show you a part at least of the wealth 
and prosperity of this city. The history of 
St. Louis dates back to 1763, when neither 
Pittsburg, Chicago, Cleveland, Cincinnati or 
Milwaukee were in existence. It was 
first under Spanish rule, then passed into the 
hands of France, and in 1803 was sold by Na- 
poleon to the United States. Since that time 
its progress has been at once steady and 
rapid, until it is to-day what you see 
it. Nowhere are the ople more inspired 
by the feeling of patriotism, and nowhere 
will the Onief Executive of the United States 
be receſved with greater cordiality and re- 
spect.”’ 

Charles Parsons 
introduced Mr. Harrison. The si- 
dent was clad in a biack 
Prince Albert coat, and worea yellow rose 
in his buttonhole. He stood a little to the 
right of the sneaker’s stand, and was unabie 
to open his address for several minutes, so 
continuous was the applause. Whenit had 
subsided, Mr. Harrison said:

GOVERNOR FRANCIS, MR. MAYOR AND FELLOW 
CiTIzENs—It is very grateful and very help- 
ful to be 80 cordially reeeiyed by you this 
morning. The office which L have bern called 
upon to administer is very great in dignity, 
but it is very full ot care and grave resvonsi- 
bility. The man who, with conscientious re- 
gard and proper appreciation of the great 
trust, seeks to administer it for the public 
good, will find himself fairly beset with per- 
plexities and doubte; dally. by those 
who differ with him as to administration 
of public affairs. But it is a gre 
te know that we have — 0 
— and, at the same t 
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not need these eloquent words ot assur- 
ance you have already Impressed upon me, 
the great lesson that there are more things in 
which we agree and have common interests 
than in which we differ. [Applause.j And 
our differences ag a nation as to public senti- 
ment are all put together in the keystone 
of patriotism and brotherly love. 

It gives me pleasure to witness, since my 
last visit to St. Louis, the evidences of that 
steady and uninterrupted growth which this 
greatcommercial center has made since its 
birth as an Indian trading post on the Mis- 
sissippi. No year has been with- 
out its added evidences of rogress, 
development, and increase 0 popu- 
lation. You have now passed 
beyond the period of doubt and uncertainty, 
and the eer of St. Louis is assured. You 
have « n like the oak, annually adding 


her ring to prosperity. an wealth 
and. co ot your country; 
you have struck the roots of your com- 


merce and trade deep into the nourishiag 
earth of this great fertile land in 
which you have lived, and the high 
branches of your enterprise, are reaching 
towards the sunlight that shines upon 
you. You are situated here upon 
the Mississippi River with a water 
communication with the sea, a commun 
cation which this Government Ras undertaken 
to improve and secure, and which I believe 
will be made secure by proper iegis- 
lation and assistance. — 1 
know of no reason why these 
great lines of railway, stretching from 
St. Louis to the Southwest, may not yet touch 
great ports of commerce and deep harbors 
until they shall become trunk lines. We 
have come to regard only those lines 
of railway commuasication that connect 
with the Eastern seaports as trunk 
lines, Ido not know why, indeed I believe 
that in the future when we shall have seized 
again, as we will seize if we are true to our- 
gelves, our own fair partof the commerce upon 
the seas long and continued applause} and 
when we sbali have again our a»propriate 
share of South American trade [applause] 
with these railroads from St. Louis, stretch- 
ing to the deep harbors on the gulf and com- 
municating there with lines of steamships 
that shall touch the ports of South America 
and bring their tribute to you Lapeer eee) 
you shall in all these things find an especia 
interest, but an interest that will bé shared 
by you as all great interests are by a 
nation and people of which you are a loyal 
and enterprising part. [Applause. ] 

These great industries of cominerce ana 
manufacture here are intertwined in 
friendly he) pfulress; as they are 
diversified, your prosperity is increased, but 
rnderthem allis the only secure rock upon 
which we can restand that is social order 
and obedience to the law. [Applause. | 
let it never be torgotten anywhere 
that commerce builds only upon sociai 
order; be watchful and caretul of any instru- 
mentality or suggestion that litts 
itself agalnst tze law. Where the 
law is wrong make it right 
lapplanse], but let k be the one rule of con- 
duct in our public relations to every Ameri- 
can citizen. And aw, my friends, again let 
me say thunk you end good-bye. 

SECRETARY TRACY’S ADDRESS. 

The address was frequently interrupted by 
cheers, the references to South American 
trade being received with marked enthusi- 
asm. When quet had been _ restored 
Charles Parsons introduced B. F. ‘Tracy, 
mari of the Navy, who made a 
short address. Mr. Tracy said: ‘‘Within the 
past week I, for the rst time in mv life, 
crossed the Missisg pl. Inave looked in the 
faces of something less than a million of the 
Western people, and can say that I am aston- 
ished at the extent of your Western country 
snd the character of its people. What has 
been done has mn wonderful, but the re- 
sources Of the Country have scarcely been 
touched. What it will be no one can 
tell, for its possibilities are too great 
to readily grasped by the 
imagination. This Western country 
is destined to become the bomeof a civiliza- 
2 such as the worid has never seen be- 
ore.

him. Benson could see the crewd coming 

toward him as he passed burriedly along, and 

when some excited individual gave vent to an 

unearthiy yell he turned quickly, a pallor 

spread over bis face, and he trembled vio- 

lently, but when he Knew that he was out of 

reach of the crowd he smiled and said to the 

officers: ‘‘Wecan make movey. by charging 
the people 5 cents a head to see me. 

„Wulle coming to Leavenworth from Kan- 
sas City your correspondent plied Benson 
with questions, to some of whieh he would 
readily respond, and to others he would make 
an angry reply. 

BENSON SPEAKS. 

When asked, Did you kill Mrs. Mettman?*’ 
he sald: Mary (Mr. Rautzahn) had put it 
on him and she told nothing but lies. all lies. 
He was a little man, but his back was strong; 
he could carry the whole world and inferen- 
tially all the guilt that Mrs. Rautzaho wished 
to place on his shoulders.

NEW JERUSALEM IN AMERICA. 

A PosT-DISPATCH reporter met Mr. Price re- 
cently in St. Louis, when he was here on a 
visit to his publishers to complete the ar- 
rangements for running off the edition of his 
Pamphlet, The New Jerusalem in America. ’’ 

For twenty years, he said, ‘‘I have care- 
fully studied the pertinent questions of the 
age—religion and politics. While a lawyer in

The Departure. 


At 9:40 President Harrison, accompanied by 
Mayor Noonan, ex-Gov.

HANTS, England, 

Oct. 7.—Within sound 

ofthe rumble of artil- 

lery, the clank of sa- 

bers, the gleam of bay- 

onets, and within sight 

of all the pomp and 

show of one of the great 

military camps of the 

Old World the Empress 

Eugenie is passing in 

peace the last days of her life. I speak of this 
remarkable woman as the Empress because it 
would be considered next to sacrilege among 
my present surroundings to allude to her as 
ofthe past. Tothe gentry, peasantry, even 
the aristocracy of this neighborhood, and in 
fact of England, she is Empress still and 
keeps the fiction ever in sight. In very many 
things she maintains about her the atmos- 
phere of the head ofanation and makes tbe 
fancy as near a reality as possible. There is 
little wanting, Here is maintained 
a well equipped royal house with ladies

in waiting and the other accompaniments 
of social and political power. Secretaries, re- 
talners and priests are always at her bidding, 
and dignity and character is ever prssent to 
impress one with the fact that at least in 
name aud ambition here is an imperial 
home. 

Farnborough has no history worthy of re- 
view or preservation in song and story, 
though it cane into international prominence 
asthe place where the great prize fight for 
the championship of the world between Tom 
Sayers and John C. Heenan, the boy, teok 
place, April 23, 1860. It is a straggling, 
country-side hamlet, with very pleasant sur- 
roundings, about two miles from 
Aldershot, the home rendezvous of 
most of the English army, where re- 
cruits are gathered and new soldiers well 
trained for service abpad. There are beauti- 
ful stretches of country in almost every 
direction. Plenty of trees and miles upon 
miles of well-tilled fields, but just around 
beyond the camp wide stretches of land that 
seem to be given over to the military are 
less rich but serving a very valuable purpose, 


While Farnborough is not a part of its make- 
up, it is ite near neighbor; near enough to en- 
joy its society and feel its influence in asocial 
and military way. After all there may be 
much that is fitting in the Empress of the 
French, as these people still call her, building 
her castle so near this show of military power 
—a power she so long enjoyed in the land 
from which she is now an exile. The inei- 
dents of her life at this English home are at 
once pathetic and commanding. 

I first saw the 

EMPRESS EUGENIE 

this summer on the isic of Wight. She was 
visiting the Queen at Osborne House and the 
two were driving together. The contrast be- 
tween them is almost as great as between 
their personal histories, which are as dif- 
ferent as daylight and darkness. It is not 
often that you can find two Empresses to- 
gether, but here wereapair of them, two 
widows with the evidence of their loss in their 
dress, driving over the roads in a very unpre- 
tentious carriage with no other evidence of 
their position than the crest on the wagon 
door and in the livery of the coachman and 
footman 4 the box. They were chatting 
earnestly ds if deeply interested with the sub- 
ject they were discussing. For the 
Queen of England and Empress of India 
leaves nothing undone to keep this exiled 
Empress, of whom she is very fond, from miss- 
ing an attention she might have if she were 
still in power. Gratifying as all this may be 
to Eugenia, the unreal features of the assump- 
tion mustoccasionally step in, and remind 
ber how different it is now than before the 
scepter fell from her husband’s hands. 

The communion and association between 
this pair of Queens or pair of Empresses, 
which may be more correct, is one of the most 
delightful bits of sentiment that I have ever 
met with between women. In 1858, while the 
Crimean war was yet in progress and Eugenie 
a bride, she visited Engiand as the guest of 
Victoria, and Victoria soon afterwards visited 
Paris as the guestof the Empress.Their friend- 
ship began then and has never been dis- 
turbed during ali the storms that have beaten 
about the house of Bonaparte. Of course the 
visits to London and Paris were in some de- 
gree political, intended to strengtben in a 
conspicuous way before the people the ailli- 
ance between France and England for that 
war. Yet the intimacy begun in the diplom- 
acy of conflict has been so everlasting that it 
has never tarnished inthe direst adversity to 
the one and inthe zenith of success to the 
other. It was quite natural then, that the

Few women of any rank have had more sor- 
rows crowded into a space of a few years than 
Empress Eugenie during the five years be- 
tween 1869 and 1874. She saw her royal house 
destroyed, her husband an exile from the 
country he had ruled, a wanderer in a strange

Farnborough was a great relief from the 
sad memories of Chiselhurst. She had a long 
time before bought a strip of land along the 
railroad covered mostly with heavy timber. 
On thesummit of a well wooded hill an old- 
fashioned house stood, which she remodelied 
to suit ber tastes; when it was out of the 
artisans’ hands it was a fit dwelling piace for 
any person who wanted retirement and had 
the means to support an expensive 
establishment. The grounds are beautifully 
laid out with the richest flowers and 
shrubbery. There are plenty of pleasant 
strolling places and driveways leading in and 
out. Secluzion is written on every line of her 
immediate surroundings. The castle cannot 
be seen from the road, or from any polnt in 
that immediate vicinity, and yet 

NO QUEEN 
in the full possession of her political power 
could wishforalovelier spot ora more perfect 
equipment for the enjoyment of the good 
things of this life. 

Yesterday I satin the same room with her, 
and the presence recalled unbidden a thou- 
She is no 
longer young. Sixty-four summers and win- 
ters have come and gone over her head. Yet 
traces of that singular beauty, both in form 
and feature, which once made her such a 
popular leader of her sex are still there. She 
is rather tall and grace itself in every move- 
ment. Were she younger she would be calied 
lithe and willowy for one who in miadle life 
was Inclined to be stout. In other words now 
she is just the style of a woman to give effect 
to the dressmaker’s art. Her face, which is 
growing rather thin, and is somewhat dravu 
with the barsb lines of suffering, still retains 
that winsome expression which in the young, 
fresh days of her life, made ber so charming. 
Her deep, blue eyes still show much of their 
old time flash and in them and the tightly 
closed mouth can be seen the play of that 
force and determination which bas always 
been a marked characteristicof Eugenie’s 
life—an element of force that has kept her in 
touch withthe world amidst sorrow and dis- 
appointments that would have destroyed an 
ordinary woman. Her rich brown hair, 
aways such a conspicuous part of her beauty, 
is just beginning toshow white marks from 
the frosty fingers of age. Yet, she still rep- 
resents in the very fullest éxtent that superb 
and subtle dignity of manner and graceful 
bearing which makes her such a marked 
figure among the royalty of the Old World. In 
her exile there is no relapse into sadness and 
she stilllooks towards France and preserves 
the forms ofits people as far as possible 
about ber. {As I saw her in her heavy widow’s 
weeds she looked every inch the dignified 
character she is. When she speaks her voice 
is low and pleasant, with just enough of acceat 
to give ber words an additional attraction, It 
has been said by some cynic ‘‘that at 60 we 
love only ourselves.’’ This certainly 
is not true of Eugenie, who seems to be still 
in love with her people, and with the mem- 
ories which her busband and son recall. To 
keep them alive she has expended a great deal 
of wealth, and continues to spend a great deal 
of effort. Probably $1,000,000 would not re- 
pay the outlay upon Eugenie’s castie and its 
surroundings. and they are a commanding 
part of the romance and reality of the re- 
markable exhibition of past power one sees 
as soon as dropped atthe little railway sta- 
tion thirty-three miles from London. 

Looking to the left from Eugeuie’s castle in 
the direction of Aldershot, can be seen just 
across the railroad track a grove of forest 
trees skirting thetop ofa hill and tending 
downwards toward an open field, on the one 
side, and the main wagon road op the other 
which leads from Farnborough to the military 
camp. Onthe brow ofthe hill among those 
trees you cee a magnificent building of white 
stone, surrounded y a to wer, 
and pinnacied with dozens of smaller 
shafts. The windows are large 
and Mled with richly stained glass and every- 
thing indicates a lavish outlay. Until you get 
to it and are admitted to its mysteries,it looks 
like a parish church in a rich community, and 
so itis, but notin the sense of belonging to 
the people. It is reared and kept in perfect 
order to perpetuate the memory of Napoleon 
III., the Prince Imperial, and whenshe goes 
to her final account, the Empress- Eugenie.

A QUARTER OF A MILLION 
of dollars did not pay for this costly monu- 
ment to the falien imperial famiiy of France. 
The church upstairs is a model of beuuty, and 
everything that money could procure has 
been done in the way of altars, tiling and 
decorations to make it as perfect a chapel! as 
the ingenuity of men could devise. Justin 
front of the altar of the Madonna, 
and above and beyond the seats 
reserved for other worshippers, is set 
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The Chapel at Farnborough. 


a broad armchair with a prideaux in 
front forthe Empress to kneel upon. The 
semblance of royalty is still kept up in the 
church‘as in the castle, and her chair and its 
accompaniment are upholstered in royal pur- 
ple, dnd the frame-work gilded according to 
the imperial habit. 

Catholics are exceedingly scarce in England, 
and especialiv in this part of it. Therefore, 
the Sunday congregation at the mausoleum of 
Napoleon is small, and confined almost 
entirely to the attaches of Eugenie’s house- 
hold and a very few bumbe residents along 
the highway who profess this faith. The 
church is kept up simply to gratify the re- 
ligious pencbants of the Empress and to keep 
prominent the memory of ber family, who 
are buried under the altar of the church in 
the sarcophagi of marble, presented by Queen 
Victoria. . 

The crypt where the two bodies are deposit- 
ed is a model in its way, and again illustrates 
the vast expenditure of money that must have 
been made in constructing the bulicing. It is 
half the size of the church above itand fitted 
up and finished even more richlxy. The floor 
is covered with elaborate tiling, and 
in the center between four great 
stone columss a carpet is spread 
upon the marble, and upon this are about a 
score of velvet covered prideaux directly 
facing the altar. At the head of the two 
tombs which are on either side are placed the 
royal purple covered chairs for the Empress 
the counterpart of the ene above. 
On anniversary days marking the death 
of husband aud son she has ceremonies 
held here. The day I was there there must 
have been a wagon load of wreaths and other 
flower pieces on and about the tombs of the 
two Bonapartes mostly sent by French people, 
wkich would seem to indicate that at least 
some of her old subjects keep the name 
green. 

To the graves of husband and son the Em- 

ress is a dally visitor when at home. She 

as a rather secluded walk built from the 
castle to the crypt door, witha bridge over 
therallread which cuts her property in 
twain.

These white-robed canons live in a 
splendid brick house in the grove just ——

urch, having a home that is fit for any - 
8 and arge enough to well a- 


fit accompaniment te the magnificent church 
whieh rises above the remains of the last of 
the male line of the imperial family of 
France. Anything like a perfect description 
of the property owned by the Empress is be- 
yond the power of words. It takes in so much 
that is beautiful in nature and so much that 
is striking in art, and then surrounds 
them with so many strange and mysterious 
conditions that one for a time almost forgets 
they are in England and imagines that the 
power ofthe Bonapartes has been restored 
and that they are beginning a new reign 
IN SUNNY FRANCE. 

Is it not strange how easy it is to give the 
imagination its bent and live upon its ca- 
prices? Here is a lady of high degree, 
with a history that comprehends 
almost all the intrigues and 
combinations that France has known since 
1853. The leader of social life in the gayest 
capital in the world, whose edict as to fashions 
was one regarded as law in every civilized 
nation of the globe; whose power not only 
with men but with her own sex 
has no parallel,. now after twenty 
years of banishment from the land 
she once ruled is quietly living herein a 
country wherein she had place or power and 
still maintaining all the putward evidences of 
her old-time political domination with every 
one about her to help keep — the fancy. In 
the little village the shop-keepers put upon 
their wagons ‘‘Purveyors to Her Imperial 
Highness, the Empress Eugenie.’’ Not only 
the gentry by the countryside, but the offi- 
cers at Aldershot, the statesmen of En- 
gland, who oocasienaliy drop down here make 
manifest their recognition of her title, just as 
though she were in reality the Empress, and 
yet by no means known to law or revolution 
would it be possible for her to be restored to 
the throne of France. No one knows that bet- 
ter than herself, but she finds it pleasant, if 
not necessary, to keep alive past glories 
and live in the same atmosphere she 
enjoyed before her exile. Everywhere about 
her grounds and in her castle there are inter- 
esting evidences of her past; rich reminders 
of her royal home in France, which are care- 
fully preserved for future generations, 
although she has not near kindred, I believe, 
to respect them when sue is gone. Even the 
state carriage, with its gold mounted harness 
and gold linked whiMfletrees, in which she and 
Napoleon rode on state occasions in the hey- 
day of their power is here kept burnished and 
ready foruseorshow in a building erected 
expressly to preserve it. 

The wealth to keep up this style and enjoy 
this miniature nation in asecluded spot must 
be considerable, but the Empress is credited 
with baving plenty and something to spare. 
The savings from the wreck of the empire are 
suid to have been large, and her possessions 
in the United States are set down as yielding 
her a considerable increase. There seems no 
danger whatever that the style of this estab. 
lishment will be marred in the 
est for the remaining 
Eugenie’s life, if ever. 
haps fitting that this should beso, tor besides 
the good she does tothe laboring people with 
the expensive establishment she keeps up, 
she gives liberally to charity and every person 
along Farnborough Hants blesses her every 
day. She goes about among them in a very 
friendly way without ostentation, tender, but 
dignity itself. Her life is very secluded, the 
visits to Victoria being about’ her only ming- 
ling with the outside world. 1 

The relations between this pair of queens 
is very interesting, and no one in England 
more carefully or more constantly endeavors 
to recognize the present existence of 
Eugenie’s former position than the Queen. 
She treats her with all the dignity of an 
equal, and by every outward mark of respect 
teaches her people to de the same. She also 
intends to keep the friendship alive for after 
generations, yand ber youngest daughter, 
Beatrice, has named her giri child Victoria-

J. E. Douglas, ajeweler of Oklahoma City in 
the new territory of Oklahoma. A resident of 
that latest marvel of American lightning de- 
velopment almost since its birth, and a firm 
believer in the feture of his chosen home, 
Mr. Douglas was full of interesting facts 
bearing upon the fascinating topic of Oklaho- 
ma, the land ofthe boomer, and his incl 
dental review ofits history was rich in all the 
peculiar attracdyeress natural to such a 
theme. 

With but a yearand a half past since the 
town first sprang nto being upon the fertile 
and beautiful prakie that forms its site, one 
edge of the history of Oklahoma City tonches 
shoulders with alltle wildness and barbarity 
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Thi First Church. 
o fIndian frontier Ife, and the other is in line 
with the front rank in the onward progress of 
nineteenth century civilization. Iwo years 
ago, Oklahoma, me promised land, was 
practically a terra fcognito save to the ad- 
venturous few d a type of Western 
rovers that his always constitut- 
ed the pioneer line of adven- 
ture and development. It was then 
the home of the Indian, a portion of the scant 
heritage which wasilithe aboriginal Ameri- 
can held of an entirdconotinent, a country in 
which a white man @uld not lawfully settie or 
own land. Uponitsborders, however, were

OLD BOOKS OF ADVENTIURR. 


Arm Hour in the Aisles and Shelves of Mer- 
cantile Library. 


In olden times it was worth while to travel, 
and tell about it. The worla was full of mys- 
terles and wonders. Untrodden wilds invited 
exploration. Mountains of gold and foun- 
tains of perpetual youth mightat any time 
reveal their treasures to the hardy adventurer. 
Atraveler’s mind in those days was always 
in effervescence, There were giants and pyg- 
mies to be met, dragons to be slain, en- 


chanted islands to be stealthily explored, 
while every far-off coast was peopled with, 


Cannibals that each other eat, 
The Anthropophagi, and men whose heads 
Do grow beneath their shoulders. 


Best of all, when once more safe at home, 
one could tell a good story about wonders lu 
foreign parts witbout risking contradiction 
from somebody who had surveyed the same 
ground with chain and compass. The listener 
in those days was a man of geverous breadth 
who could say with Sebastian in The 
Tempest, 

Nor will I believe 
That there are unicorns; that in Arabia 
There is oue tree, the Phenix’ throne; one Phenix 
At this hour reigning there; 
Or with Antonie: - 
I'll believe both: 
And what does else want credit, come to me, 
And l' be sworn ‘tis true; travelers ne’er did lie, 
Though fools at home condemn them. 

No wonder that there isa flavor about the 
old books of adventure that makes them more 
readable than their modern imitations. Even 
the careful narratives of actual experiences in 
those days have a romantic tinge that charms 
our prosaic spirits. Such emotions as stirred 
the breast of Columbus or Balboa, of Cortez, 
Pizarro, Cartier or Magellan wilinever again 
be felt by mortal man. 

Some of the rareold books that contain 
records of early Voyages, Hakiuyt, Purchas, 
Pinkerton and others may be consulted in the 
Mercantile Library. These, of course, do not 
circulate, but there are modern versions in 
plenty, from popular collections like Jules 
Verne’s Exploration of the World’’ to the 
carefully edited reprints and translations of 
the Hakluyt Society that will beguile many a 
weary hour. 

Col. Yule’s edition of Marco Polo is the best 
account of what befell that indefatigable 
giobe-trotter who first made Europe ac- 
quainted with Central, Eastern and Northern 
Asia. Polo’s narrative has been adapted to 
youthful readers by Thomas Knox. For those 
who read French the collections of early voy- 
ages by Ternaux-Compaus bat and La 
Harpe contain a world of entertainment. 
Mavor’s series of handy volumes oover the 
period of exploration from 1492 to 1806. On 
shelves near by are the journals of later trav- 
elers, like Cook and Vancouver, Hawkus- 
worth, Sir John Franklin, Bruce, Acerbi, La 
Perouse, and so many more that it would be 
tedious to mention them. There isan admir- 
ably written series called The World's Great 
Explerers and Exploratlons, of which 
about a dozen volume are now published. 

Among a considerable number ofnew booke 
received by the Mercantile Library —— ths 
past week are some which may preperly be 
mentioned here. In the Adventure Series, 
now publishing, are Trelawney’s ‘‘Adven- 
tures of a Younger Son, being the journal of 
one who followed Byron to fight tor Greek 
independence; ‘‘Memoirs of the Extraor- 
dinary Military Career of John 
Shipp. Robert Drury’s ‘‘Jourmal Durie 

ifteen Years’ Captivity in Madagascar,’’ and 

cliow’s ‘‘Narrative of Twenty-three Years 
Oaptivity in Morocco.’’ A handsome work 
communicating the aeeds of the most famous 
military adventurer of the Middle Ages is 
„Sir John Hawkwood: Story of a Condot.- 
pore. by John Temple-Leader and Gluseppi 
arcotti. 

Exhaustive lists ot books relating to the 
early explorers, particularly ef America, will 
be found in the three or four volumes of 
Winsor’s ‘‘History of America.

sections of an untrodden soil and establish 
their later homes in the infant territory of a 
atill growing republic. 

BOOMERS ON THE OKLAHOMA BORDERS. 

The canvas covers of a thousand ‘‘prairie- 
schooners’’ whitened the plain around for- 
bidden Oklahoma for menths before it was 
deciared open for settlement, and covetous 
eyes glared greedily across its boundary lines 
atthe rising ofevery sun. The Oklahoma 
beom’’ chafed and fretted at the gates of 
Eden like a flannel-mhirted Peri, so to speak, 
and only the pres@ce of soldiers of the 
tient and law-defving men, and these scouts 
came back with glowng stories that made the 
mouths of their htarers water and their 
hearts yearn for the icenes pictured. It was 
a land flowing with nilk and honey, a past- 
ure ground upon mich untold flocks and 
herds could fattm, a soil s0 rich 
that it repaid ten fold the 
labors of the hustandnan and blossomed into 
crops that never failed. Oklahoma, under 
the picturesque orabry of Payne and his 
successors, became he synonym for all that 
was marvelous in firtility, in beauty, in 
climate, in unsurpassd attractiveness to the

THE LAND OF PROMISE’’ OPENED. 

Finally Oklahoma Was opened to settiers by 
the United States Government, and upon 
the very day it we declared open the great 
army of boomem swept into it from 
almost every point of the compass. 
It isfrom this dae, just eighteen months 
ago, that the histo’y of Oklahoma asa distinct 
Territory begins, ahistory so remarkable in 
its original promis, its first great and crush- 
ing disappointment, its subsequent recovery 
and present triumph, as to render it perhaps 
unique even in the record of American land 
development. 
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The first phase of ¢kiahoma’s existence was 
one of startling tagedy, of outlawry, of 
frenzied and remdseless land avarice that 
apparently stoppedgt nothing in the pursuit 
of its object. The Gomers had waited too 
long. hey had bmg on the outskirts of the 
promised land untiithe Jesire for its posses- 
sion became a madness, and when at last they 
were allowed to ente their entrance was that 
of a horde of lusttrazed savages. Human 
life was nothing Ompared to the giorious 
promise of land owership. Men were shot 
down daily standig on the claims they had 
been first to stake; and the history of the 
first week of Gutrie ana Oxlahoma City 
was One that sent athril! of horror through- 
out the entire rf erive It was in dread real- 


ity a Carnival of crige, and the first celebra- 
tion of entry into th ‘‘promised land’’ was 
an orgy of bloed. The original Oklahoma 
boomer’’ was a desjerate man, and his sign- 
manual was writtenon the new Territory’s 
virgin page in erimon characters. 

BRINGING QRIER OUT OF CHAOS. 

But, with a prominess nerved by despera- 
tion, order was evaved out of this introduc- 
tory chaos. Provilonal municipal govern- 
ments were fornd, vers of the law 
were selected, at fe ote the sanction of 
any law save that C micht in the determina- 
tion to suppress crime. Brave leaders, 
backed by ly brave followers, toox 
official Gon of te s Their judg- 

gudde and the. execution of 
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sprung into being, and while the 
country at large was still shivering over the 
reign of terror in Oklahoma, the reign was 
ended and the people had settled down to 
peaceful pursuits. 

THE OKLAHOMA DISAPPOINTMENT. 

Then came the great ‘‘Oklahoma disap- 
pointment,’’ the discovery that the new ter- 
ritory was not the enchanted region it bad 
been pictured. Under the crushing influence 
off a reaction caused simply by learning that 
hard and patient work was as necessary in 
developing this new land as it had been 
in every other ploneer movement in the 
history of the United States, tuousands of still 
hungry and yearning homeseekers returned 
disconsolately to the homes they had aban- 
doned under the fever of exploration and ad- 
venture. A great shout went up from east to 
West that Oklahoma was a fraud, its fertile 
farming lands were barren prairies, its pas- 
ture grounds waste stretches oi sun-dried and 
worthiess grass. The boom was busted, 
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and the boomer yoked up his team to the 
prairie-sechooner again and disappeared, 
swearing, below the horizon’s edge. 

With the disappearanee of the ‘‘boom’’ the 
real prosperity of Oklahoma began, and is 
due almost entirely tothe exertions of those 
sturdy settiers who followed the original 
„boom realizing that they would have to 
work to achieve success and fortune in Oklia- 
boma as elsewhere, and perfectly willing to 
enter the struggle on those terms. 

Mr. Douglas, who became a citizen of Okla- 
homa City fifteen months ago, just three 
months after the opening rush and immedi- 
ately following the ‘‘Oklahoma disappoint- 
ment,’’ draws some picturesque contrasts 
between the ‘‘city’’ as it was then and as it 
greets the stranger’s eye to-day. 


A TALE OF TWO CITIES. 

Situated upon a beautiful plain, which 
southward changes to a rolling country, Okla- 
homa City, in the richest section of Oklahoma 
Territory was, when Mr. Douglas first saw it, 
acity of tents and board shanties, with a 
**beoming’’ population of some five thousand 
souls. It was. but just recover- 
ing from the opening era or taw- 
lessness and crime. Its first Mayor, whose 
election by ballot furnished a graphie sketch 
ofa novel frontier scene for the columns of 
Eastorn dailies, was the famous Capt. Crouch. 
To this brave man was due the larger portion 
of the credit for securing safety to life and 
property in Oklahoma City in its early days, 
and his tragic death on the very day of the 
celebration of Oklahoma City’s first anni- 
vorsury, April 22, 1890, cast a gloom over 
the occasion which would not be diepelied. 
He died from a pistol shot wound in the leg, 
inflicted by a man named Andrews in a 
quarrel over a land claim, and was succeeded 
by the present Mayor, Galt. 

From the ‘‘camp’’ of fifteen months ago, 
with its many bardships, its lack of all the 
comforts of life, its floating and irresponsible 
population, Oklahoma City bas grown into a 
town of between 8,000 and 9,000 peo- 
ple. The tents and shanties have 
been replaced by handsome brick 
buildings, and broad streets, well paved and 
clean, take the place of the paths worn by 
travel through the original shanty-town. 
Divided into North and South Oklahoma, with 
Grand avenue as the dividing line, the resi- 
dence portion of the city, located in that 
section known as the Hiil’’ is marked by 
many beautiful homes, with handsome grounds 
and pleasant drives. 


ALL THE COMFORTS OF LIFE. 

The city is lighted by electricity, bas a fine 
gvatem of water-works, an ice factory and a 
flouring will. Ithas three banks, the First 
National, the Oklahoma City and the Citi- 
zens’; three daily papers, the Journal, the 
Times and the Gazette; four good hotels, 
seven retail and two wholesale dry goods 
stores, four wholesale and twenty-five retail 
grocery stores, three jewelry establishments, 
thirteen drug stores, thirty doctors and forty- 
five real estate offices. Six cliurches have been 
built, representing the Baptists, Congrega- 
tionalists, Christians, Presbyterians, 
Methodists and Catholics. The 
church society of the city is 
said to be exceptionally good, and Sunday- 
schools are plentiful. Four private schools 
are now in existence, but as yet a public 
school system has not been established. 
There are sixty saioons in Oklahoma City, and 
both the Anheuser-Busch and the Associated 
Breweries have large brauch depots there. 
The Santa Fe is as yet the only railroad reach- 
lug the place, but the Choctaw line, a 
**teeder’’ of another great system, is expected 
to enter shortly from the East. fA large pro- 
pertion of the population of Oklahoma City is 
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drawn trom the States of Kansas and Texas. 
TRADING WITH INDIAN TRIBES. 

The principal tributary trade is that gained 
by supplying the agencies of the Sae and Fox, 
the Choctaw, Chickasaw and other Indian 
tribes. There is also a large Indian popula- 
tion, the men being employed as teamsters, 
horse men, te., and they are said to be in- 
dustrious and law-abiding. Hundreds of 
migratory Indians frequently encamp just on 
the eastern outskirts of the town, their 
camps being exceedingly picturesque, and 
furnishing a great point of interest to the 
curious. The laws against selling intox!- 
cating liquor to Indians are very strict, and 
are rigidiy enforcea. 

The principal notable buildings are the 
Grand Opera House, the Court House Hall, 
and the Overhalser business block. Schel- 
sey’s Park and the Fair grounds are the two 
places of open air resort. The Merchants of 
Oklahoma City trade with St. Louie, Chicago 
and Kansas City, but owing to an advan- 
tageous freight rate from Chicagothat city 
gete the larger part of the orders. Cotton 
raised in the territory is shipped direct 
through to Charleston, 8. C. The rope of the 
territory last season averaged about as fol- 
lows: Corn, a three-fourths crop; wheat, 
one-haif; cotton, a full crop, and an excel- 
lent yield of sweet potatoes and watermelons,

UBLIN, Oct. 1, 1890.—After 
passing for three or four 
hours along a lonely and for- 
bidding coast, the frst sign 
of human life which one 
sees in Ireland is a redcoat 
and a flashing bayonet on 
the heights outside Queens- 
town, where a British senti- 
nel paces his lonely rounds. 
After passing through Ire- 
land and noticing every- 

where the signs of a military 
occupation, the last impression one gets of the 
unhappy Island is of gaily decked squadrons, 
tramping regiments and sbrilil military music 
in the streets of Dublin. The dominant im- 
pression of the country wach remains in the 
mind, rising above the ruins, the pigs, the 
jaunting-cars and the beautiful hills and 
lakes, isthat it is held under subjection by 
military force. 
At the very bottom of the military pyramid 
is the police force, or what corresponds to it. 
In America universally the police 1s a popular 
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A Dublin Policeman. 
institution. Its members are citizens ef the 
city, usually reflecting the politics of its 
dominant party, on thoroughly good terms 
witb all its respectable citizens and ap- 
pointed and controlled by officials created 


by vote. Not so in Ireland. Such a police 
force would not do the work expected of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary. It would preserve 
order, arrest thieves and murderers and 
direct inquiries, but it could not be 
relied upon to do the work of the 
eviction agents, to go against the will of 
the community, to face the anger of the 
entire people, to live among them as aliens, 
to suffer the boycott, to have wives and chil- 
dren ostracised at school, and even inthe 
church, to assist in besieging barricaded 
buts, and when necessarvto clear them by 
the torch and the axe. Allthis a popular or 
municipal police foree would not do, and this 
is what the constabulary does every day of its 
anything but humdrum existence. 

The members of this curious force are not 
necessarily Irish born or bred. They are com- 
manded through the various substations of 
course, but practically from London. They 
swarm on every street corner, in every town 
where trouble is to be apprehended, and ne 
remote rural hamlet is so insignificant as not 
to have one ortwo witbin call. At every 
railway station one of the crowd of 
idiers is a biue-coated member of the 
Royal Irish. Upon these humble war- 
riors falls the real hardship of Irish duty. The 
post is not one of great or unusual danger, for 
the Irish people are well advised and com- 
monly peaceable in their resistance to law 
but it has its disagreeable features. Whatever 
a man's politics may be, however little be 
may sympathize with the home rulers or ad- 
mire the plan of campaign, it is not 
Pleasant to be perpetually assisting at

In the quiet 
of a sequestered village those same 
passions will rage within you and 
convulse  you— —~% a hundred - fold 
more violently than before. The fraud or 
mistake ofthe Christians (I have no mind to 
judge them) consists in the refusal to rene: 
nize human nature. The only persons really 
capable of putting Christian teachings in 
practice are old men in whom the snow and 
frost of age have quenched the last embers of 
human passion. A man in the flower of years 
and strength, especially a young man like 
8 Who has hot yet tasted the fruits of 
ite and does not even know his own mind, 
cannot submit to their law, because that law is 
founded not on human nature, but on the idle 
imaginings of Christ, their founder. If you 
become one of them you will continue to 
suffer from the same causes as before, only 
to a much greater extent. Now, your passions 
lure you out ot the right road into devious 
paths and byways, but having once gone astray 
you have it in your power to retrace your 
steps and set yourself right; and you enjoy, 
beside, the satisfaction of passions set free— 
I. e. the joy oflife. But living as a Christian 
and curbing your passions, so to say, by 
force, you will still be able to go astray only 
more frequently and lrremedlable than before 
and you willendure over and above the un- 
dying torment caused by the unappeased ap 
petites of human nature. Let loose the pent 
up waterof adam, and it will moisten and 
fructify fleld and meadow and refresh the 
beasts that are grazing thereon; but dam it up 
and it will delve into the soll aud flow ina 
thick muddy stream. It is even so with the 
human passions. Theteaching of the Chris- 
tians (with the exception of certain de- 
liefs with which they censole and 
comfort themselves and on which I have no 
wish to dwell at present) in so far as it affects 
their daily life, may be summed up as follows: 
They condemn violence; they disapprove of 
wars and courts of justice; they réfuse to 
recognize property; they repudiate the 
sciences and arts—in a word, they eschew 
everything that tends to make life bright and 
pleasant. Even this would be well, if ail men 
corresponded to the description whicb they 
give of their teacher. But so far is this from 
being the case that itis an absolute imposs!- 
bility. Men are naturally evil-minded and 
swayed by their passions. Itisthis constant 
play of the passions, and the olashing and 
‘struggling that results, which hold people 
fast in that network of conditions in 
which they live. Savages know no 
restrictions, and a single individual among 
them would, for the sake of glutting his lusts, 
anmihilate the entire world, if all men sub- 
mitted to evil as meekly as the Christians. If 
the Gods endewed man with a sentiment of 
anger, Vindictiveness, even of malice age inst 
the malicious, we may take it that they did 
so because these sentiments were necessary 
to the preservation of human life. 

The Christians hold that these sentiments are 
evil and that without them men would de 
happy; there would be no murders, no exe- 
cutions, no wars. Thisistrue, but one might 
just as well assert thatit would materially 
contribute to the happiness of men, if they 
were relieved of the mecessity of eating and 
drinking. 

There would indeed be no hunger or thirst 
norany of the calamities they produce. But 
this supposition does not change human nature 
one iota. And so it is with all the other human 
passions, indignation, malice, vindictiveness, 
even sexual love and love of luxury; pomp 
and greatness are Nkewise characteristics of 
the gods, hence they are, in a modified form, 
traits proper to mankind. Root out the 
necessity of nourishing man, and at the same 
stroke you annihilate man himself. In iike 
manner demolish the human passions and 
you thereby demolish humanity itself. The 
same remark holds good of property, which 
the Christians, it is alleged, refuse 
to recognize. Look around you and 
you will find that every vineyard, every 
kitchen garden, every house, every mule, has 
been produced solely and alone because 
property existed and was respected. Abolish 
the principle of private property and there 
will not be a single vineyard planted, nota 
beast ef burden trained or broken in. The 
Christians assert that they possess uo 
property, but they enjoy its fruits. They say 
that they bave everything in common, and 
that they bring In ali their possessions and 
put them together. But what they Dring in 
they have received from men who own 
property. They are simply throwing dust in 
people's eyes, or, on the most favorable sup- 
position, are deceiving themselves. You tell 
methatthey work with thelr own hands to 
support themselves; but what they produce 
would not suffice te support them if they did 
not lay under contribution that which has 
been produced by other ge who recognize 
the rights of property. If they did succeed 
in supporting life there would be no place in 
their social system forthe arts and sciences. 
They deny the advantages of our arts and 
sciences. And they cannot do othber- 
wise. The whole gist and tenor of their teach- 
ing is calculated tolead man back to his prim- 
itive state, to savagery, to beastiiness. They 
cannot employ the arts and sciences in the 
service of humanity; and as they are wholly 
ignorant of them they reject them. Neither 
ean they employ inthe service of humanity 
those capacities and gifts which constitute the 
exclusive prerogative of man and draw him 
nearer to the gods. They will have no tem- 
ples, no statues, no theaters, no museums. 
They assert that they bave no need oißthem. 
The readiest way to avoid blushing at one’s 
own baseness is to @ondemn nobility. Their 
teacher was an ignorant deceiver and they 
are not unsuccessful in their attempts to Imi 
tate him. Furthermore, they are impious. 
They refuse to recognize the gods or their 
interference in human affairs. They acknowl- 
edge only the father of their teacher, whom 
they call their father, and their teacher him- 
self, who, they say, revealed to them all the 
secrets of life. Their doctrine is a wretched 
fraud. Weigh this well: Our gellef is 
that the universe is maintained by tue gods, 
and that the gods watch over and protect 
man. In order to live well, people are bound 
to honoe the gods, to seek truth and think. 
Hence our life is regulated on the one hand by 
ihe will ofthe gods, and on the other by the 
collective wisdom of humanity. We live, 
think and seek, and are therefore advancing 
towards truth. They, on the contrary, have 
no gods, nor divine will, no human wisdom to 
look to, Dut must make the best of their blind 
faith in their crucified teacher and in what- 
ever he taughtthem. Now, decidefor your- 
seif which is the more trustworthy guide; the 
will of the geds and the joint, untrammeled 
activity of the wisdom of all humanity, or 
obligatory, unreasoning faith in the sayings 
of one man?’’. 

Julius was struck by these remarks of the 
stranger, especially by his last question. Not 
only was his resolution to become a Ohristlan 
completely shaken, but it now seemed quite 
incredible that the stress of misfortune should 
have driven him to the verge of such folly, 
There was, however, one otner question still 
unsettied: What was he todo now, and how 
was he to set about extricating bimself from 
the embarrassing situation that had made him 
thus desperate?

After reading a chapter of Count Leon Tolstoi 


and then burning a rag I love to take down 
Mr. Gould’s ‘‘The History of Delaware 
County’’ and read it till far into the silent 
night. 

he book contains 426 pages and two steel 
plate engravings of men who had agreed to 
subscribe for it. It is bound in slate colored 
cloth, and shows in every page the lofty 
purity and nodle impulses of the struggling 
young author. 

I cannot help, while reading The History 
of Delaware County, contrasting its beauti- 
ful purity with the ferocious and savage cuss- 
edness of Tolstoi. We could hardly imagine 
two more widely and diametrically different 
toilers lu the great field of literature than Jay 
Gould and Tolstol. One is gentle, refined and 

ure; the other a gifted crank. I havespoken 

eretofore to some extent of Mr. Gould’s 
methods in business, criticising them in an 
honest yet unsparing way, hoping thereby to 
call his attention to thefact that at his time of 
life, with all his means, he might do so much 
good and dieso much happier if he would 
pause in his mad race with mammon to enjoy 
and invite others to enjoy the interest on his 
accumulating millions. 

But as a fellow author I have nothing but 
admiration for him and praise for his 
work. His language is highly grammati- 
cal in some places and his spelling 
is above the average. Of course I could criti- 
cise some of his methods; for instance, such 
as alluding to himself as I'“ and then again 
as we! a little fartherdown the page, but 
this might happen, of course, for he no doubt 
wrote at times wher he regarded himself. as 
extremely singular, whilst at others he felt 
more plural. 

Mr. Gould has a clear cut Western Union 
style of expressing himself by cutting out 
needless words, which cannot fail to meet 
with the indorsement of all good writers of 
good English. Ithink we should have Mr. 

ould up at the Authors’ Club and ask him to 
comeand read from his works. Selections 
from the ticker and other little skits of his 
would be received with unboundea delight. 

For the past summer by accident I have 
been located in Delaware County, which is 
nowadays a great summer resort for the elite. 
It was for many years the home of the Goulds, 
and every bill and valley was familiar to Jay, 
the bright young author. It was there that 
he got together the material and published 
his map of Delaware County. It was a bright 
and extremely attractive map, with pleasant, 
fragrant varnishon it. Although Mr. Gould 
does not think it begins to rank with some of 
his other and later literary work he does not 
in any way feel that it was unworthy of bim. 

Tolstol, on the other hand, is a man of 
genius, but he declines to make himself at all 
submissive te the constitution of the United 
States or the ordinances of thetown. Tolsto! 
tells the truth, but so does the coarse member 
of congress, perhaps; yet the editor of The 
Congressional Record wisely removes some of 
the choicer idioms of speech with a pair of 
tongs before he prints it. 

Tolstoi tells some disagreeable truths, bat 
he ought not torefer tothem as literature. 
Descriptions of the treatment of botts and hog 
cholera are not untruthful, and yet they 
should be so labeled and so entitled that those 
who may be suffering from botts or hog chol- 
era will be able to get hold ef the book and no 
one else. 

That is what I like about the writings of 
Gould, He calls his book The History of 
Delaware County,’’ so that those who want 5 
history of Delaware County may avail them- 
selves of it. He does not call ſt The Kreut- 
zer Sonata,’’ and fool musical young ladies 
and girls in pantalettes into reading some- 
thing that does not concern them. 

Mr. Gould’g work shows great familiarity 
with quotatidns also, most all of them closing 
firm. He shows a literary style somewhat re- 
sembling that of the author ot Ray's Arith- 
metic.’’

Referring again to Mr. Gould’s slight ten- 
dency to regard himself as plural even in his 

quote from ‘‘The History 
of Delaware County.’’ It seems that the anti- 
rent excitement, which had shown itself in 
Schoharie County in 1843, was successfully in- 
troduced into Delaware County in the follow- 
ing year, and. on pages 260-5 inclusive Mr. 
Gould speaks of an incident which occurred. 
Roxbury was the first to suffer, and the dis- 
turbers were, itseems, disgu as Indians. 
They were what the prosperous young author

The Strauss Concerts. 


Speaking of the Strauss orchestra which will 
give three conserts at Music Hal! on the 24 and 
25th of this month the Cincinnati Enguirer has 
this to say of the director and his aggregation: 


Eduard Strauss, Imperial and Royal Court 
Ball Music Director, of Vienna, was the ma- 
gician, who, with his famous orchestra, 
drew to Music Hall last night an audi- 
ence that almost rival im numbers 
the crowds at the May Festival. 
In musical enjoyment it may be a matter of 
regret to a good many to have observed the 
fact that the festival could not hold a candle 
to it. People do like to be entettained with 
music, lamentable as the fact may appear to 
many wortby people, and the Strauss Orches- 
tra is just the kind of an organization that can 
achieve that result without any doleful at- 
tempts at instruction in the higher forms of 
the divine art. No diagram or labored libretto 
is necessary to tell the people what to enjoy, 
and thus having a sort of carte blancbe for 
pleasing themselves, are apt to enjoy all of it. 

Allof which was abundantiy demonstrated 
in the large audience at Music Hall last night. 
Herr Strauss and his harmenious band cap- 
tured the house wien the first piece on the 
programme, the overture to the Merry 
War, and there was no diminution of en- 
thusiasm or eagerness for more until the final 
rollicking polka schnell, appropriately 
called In the Whirl,’’ for it would be a 
swiftly whirling couple indeed that could 
keep steps to its intricacies in a ball- room. 
Herr Strauss is a peculiar conductor. He evi- 
dently enjoys his work and bis pleasure is 
quickiy imparted to his audience. Not oaly 
are his arms employed, but at times his whole 
body seems tobe swaying tothe rhythmic 
measure of the music, which is given with 
such precision and perfect melody that it 
almost appears to emanate irom the magic 
baton which he manipulates with such 
skill and vigor. He also holds a violin 
and a splendid instrument it is, 
for, in the freyuent moments when he 
plays it in unison with the orchestra, its 
clear, sweet tone is heard above all the oth- 
ers. There is nothing stiff or formal in his 
conducting, and whatever he may lose in the 
dignity we are accustomed to look for in tie 
leader’s stand, he abundantly makes up for 
in a sort of inspiration that piaces him in 
immediate rapport with the audience. In 
fact, a good many people were observed un- 
consciously keeping time to a swinging waitz 
or lively polka, apparently in full sympathy 
with the fascinating leader.

N A Orit 1021 
Biography of 
Henrik Ibsen“ 
by Henrik Jaeger, 
a translation of 
which by William 
Morton Payne has 
just appeared, 
serious students of 
the great Nor- 
wegian will find 
what may per- 
haps be consid- 
ered an aut horita- 
tive statement of 
Ibsen’s own views, 
andan account of 
their develop- 
ment. Written by a fellow countryman in full 
sympathy with the poet, this biographical 
study is mot the chronicle of his outward life 
and fortunes, but the exposition of the various 
phases of conviction through which Ibsen 
passed from the time when, an apothecary’s 
apprentice ina little fishing vilage, he pro- 
duced hisearliest tragedy, to the years when 
he startled the world by his series of extra- 
erdinary social dramas. 

Ibsen has always been ‘‘an enemy of 
society.’’ There has been no break in mental 
continuity from first to last. His opinions on 
social questions to-day are the same as those 
he uttered in ‘‘Catilina’’ when a youth of 20. 
Yet while they are the same they have been 
se developed, transformed by experience and 
observation, so rationalized by persistent 
thought, that they are scarcely recognizable 
as the same. This development is clearly 
traced in Henrik Jaeger’s biography,although 
it would have been more satisfactory had it 
been longer. 

The account given of the boy Ibsen is 
especially welcome. It is probably true that 
character is formed for goodor evil before 
he twelfth year. Certainly there was little in 
Ibsen s life to make him an optimist. His 
first recollections were of sorrow and strug- 
gie, his first habit that of brooding solitude. 
He had a genius for melancholy in his boy- 
hood, a genius fostered by the drab colored 
life of his native place. His sister writes 
that he was not a comfortable boy to get 
along with, and we used to bother him regu- 
larly by throwing stones and snow balls at the 
Walls and door to get him to come out and 
play with us, and when he could not stand 
eur siege any longer he would rush out and 
after us; but he was not skilful in any sort of 
sport, and violence was very far 


from his character, so nothing came of his 
appearance and when be had chased us far 
enough off he went back into his closet.’’ 
And in his closet he pored over a lot of old 
books ‘‘with pictures in them’’—pictures not 
at all cheerful—such as death with as hour 
giass, casties, serpents, and ships sailing on 
the sea. They reappear in Tbe Wild Duck, 
* — written during a fit of despondency. 
verything done by Ibsen be/ore 1869, was 
but a preparation for the social dramas which 
are now so well known to American readers. 
Heisene of those fortunate men who die 
learning. The events of the 60’s and tke 
early 70's made a profound impression on his 
mind. The old illusory France has gone to 
pieces,”’ he wrote to George Brandes, 
‘when the new actual Prussia likewise 
shail go to pieces we shall advance 
with a leap into the coming age. What he 
looks forward to is ‘‘a condition of things 
favorable to the development of individuality 
unchecked by State or society.’’ We want no 
mere special revolutions. It is the human 
soul that must revolt.’’ Ihe State is the 
curse of the individnal,’’ he wrote again to

It 
hardly needed a critical biography to make 
this clear. Ibsen is an individualist with a 
grievance. Onecannot get ever the belief 
while reading his dramas, andthe belief is 
ouly strengthened by his biography, that per- 
sonal feeling has much to do with his opin- 
ions. But, however that may be, his sturdy 
protests against the secular orthodoxy of the 
day are perhaps all the more effective for 
their partisan bias. And no one so well de- 
serves to be called the advocate of woman’s 
cause as Henrik Ibsen. ‘There is nothing else 
so well worth a woman’s reading just now as 
„„A Doll Home, The Pillars of Society’’ 
and ‘‘The Lady From the Sea. He of all 
modern writers seems bestto understand the 
part that woman is to take in the ‘‘new life.’’

The fifth volume of Prof. Henry Moriey’s 
**English Writers’’ continues the survey ef 
English literature under the Italian influence. 
This is the second period in the development 
of English thought and manner following im- 
mediately upon the elose of the first period 
taken up withthe amalgamation and forma- 
tion ef the people after the Norman conquest. 
In this volume Prof. Morley deals with two 
writers only, John Wyckliffe and Geoffrey 
Chaucer. But the ‘‘Attempt Toward a 
History of English Literature’’ of which these 
volumes devoted to individual authors are 
part, is more than a critical study of indi- 
viddal styles. It is an attempt to extract from 
the work ef individuals indications of a 
mationai character. Not so brilliant as Taine, 
and less readable perhaps, it is yet saner and 
healthier. Recogvizing literature as the best 
expression of the people’s character Prof. 
Morley offers in these volumes a history of 
the English people truer than any chronicle 
history can possibly be and more just than a 
history devoted to statutes and to royal suc- 
Sessions. 

In the volume under consideration the re- 
ligious movement of the fourteenth century 
is examined through its spokesman, John 
Wycklif. Church reform was in those days 

uite as eagerly discussed as in the days of 

uther and Calvin. Wyocklif was, as Prof. 
Morley describes bim, the ‘‘first Protestant. 
Only because the ‘‘fulness of time“ had not 
yet come did Wycklif fall short ef the fame 
and fate of Luther. But he did a preliminary 
werk without which the work of Luther would 
have been much less effective, and he dia it, 
mot as a solitary observer, exposing the vices 
ofacorrupt church, butas a representative 
man voicing the inarticulate feeling of a 
whole peopie. Profeund scholar though he 
was, he yet wasin hearty sympathy with the 
people, and insisted that they should have 
their epiritual food as they wanted it. His 
translation of the Bible into the mother tongue 
led back the people frem the priest of 
Christ’s Church te Christ himself. And 
by that transiation the English language was 
made what it has since remained, an effective 
imetrument for the expression of religious 
‘feeling. In this study of Wycklif the serious- 
mess of the English character is clearly ex- 
: „ Im the works of the great reformer 
can be seen reflected, as from a mirror, the 
essential characteristics of the English race. 

Passing from Wycklit to Chaucer is onlya 
transition from ore mood to another. 
 **Ohaucer was quick to see the bright side of 
life and ready to enjoy it in the flesh. But 
. he never mistook the meaning of life, and his 
‘works amply prove that seriousness and 
brightness are not necessarily opposed.
